Havana Streets Present Appearance 
of a State of Siege—Lawton’s 
Mission—Holguin Evacuated.

PARIS, Novy. 10.—[By Atlante Cable.] 
The newspapers of this city, after 
yesterday’s meeting of the Peace Com- 
missioners, seemed. to have gathered 
from some source or other the im- 
Dression that the Spanish commission- 
ers have cause for complaint against 
the Americans, because thé latter pre- 
sented their replies to the Spaniards 
in English without Spanish transla- 
tion of the document. There is no 
basis for complaint on the subject. 
The president of the Spanish commis- 
Sion, Sefor Montero Rios, and Judge 
Day, the president of the American 
commission, agreed that owing to the 
leneth of the document, all concerned 
might be spared the reading of mat- 
ter which is usually translated in writ- 
ing into Spanish for the benefit of 
Seflor Montero Rios and the two mem- 
bers of the Sipanish commission, who 
cdo not understand English. 

iach side, up to the present, has 
made its own writen translations, but 


‘the Americans alone have supplied an 


interpreter, instead of the Spaniards 
furnishing an interpreter for their own 
uso, as they might have been expected 


to do. Tho American interpreter ‘ts 
Arthur Ferguson, and the Spaniards 
have marveled the facility with 


which he did his work. They have 
never once checked him or corrected 
him in the slightest degree. In view 
of this fact in the case, some refer- 
ences of the Paris newspapers this 
morning are interesting. | 

Regarding yesterday’s meeting, the 
Figaro says: ‘The American commis- 
sioners contented themselves with pro- 


ducing a long memorandum in English. 


After having deposited this upon the 
table, they left the task of translat- 
ing it to the Spanish commissioners, 
apologizing courteously for its length 
and the @ifficulties of translation. They 
then retired. The situation then, at 
present, is as follows: The Americans 
persist in refusing to take over the 
Cuban debt and exact the cession of 
the Philippines. The Spaniards, on 
their side, refuse to cede the archi-¢ 
pelago.” 

The Petit Bleu says: ‘All diplomatic 
fotms were outraged by the Americans 
at yesterday's sitting. It is customary 
in such cases to read the memorandum 
presented to the other side. The Amer- 
icans, however, contented themselves | 
with throwing it, written in English, 
upon the table.” 

Continuing the Petit Bleu says: “A 
member of the Spanish commission has 
remarked that his colleagues can never 


‘admit the claims of America in regard 


to the Philippines. The protocol says 


, the treaty of peace shall determine the 


disposition and control of the Philip-

_ that “disposition’’ means that the col- 


ony shall be surrendered to America. 
This Spain can never admit.” The Petit 
Bleu expresses its belief of an early 
rupture in negotiations.

Gen.’ Wood, it is said, was 
cabled to on Sunday last in regard to 
the matter, and replied that no further 
friction shall occur. 

W. R. Warner, writing from Hol- 
guin, says his arrival there with a 


portion of the supplies on the schooner 
Moose occasioned much surprise on the 
part of the 10,000 Spanish troops still 
garrisoned there. He made a super- 
ficial examination of the town and 
found much smallpox. He estimates 
the deaths at thirty a day for the 
army, and as many in the poorer 
quarters; every hut is infected, and 
women, children and men lie literally 
rotting to death, without the care of 
“even one doctor.”

The Spaniards have harassed 
them so long that nothing troubles 
them any more.” 


BOSTON MERCHANTS’ RESOLVE. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
BOSTON, Nov. 10.—At a meeting of 
the directors of the Boston Merchants’ 
Association, the following resolution 
was adopted: 
“Resolved, that in the opinion of the 
board of directors of this association, 
the acquisition of any part of the Phil- 
ippine Islands, except what is needed 
for a naval station, would be detri- 


mental to the interests of the United 
States.”’ 


VERA DEL REY’S BODY. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 
SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Nov. 10.— 
After a hard day’s search the body of 
Gen. Vera del Rey was discovered near 
El Caney, in spite of the efforts of the 
Cubans to prevent its discovery.

These troops then es- 
corted the body through the main 
streets of Santiago, the band playing 
the dead march from “Saul,” to the 
intense astonishment of the Cubans, 
who are unable to understand why 
honors should be paid to a dead foe, 
many of them saying that the Ameri- 
cans are now favoring the Spaniards, 


STATE OF SIEGE, 


Col. Masso Parra Has Threatened to 
Enter Havana. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
HAVANA, Nov. 9.—[Via Key West, 
Nov. 10.] Since early on the morning 
of Sunday last the streets of Havana 
have again presented the appearance 
of a-state of siere. At every corner 
four regulars are _ stationed, 
with Mauser rifles, beside the usual 
city patrol. 


As it is known the Orden Publicu> 
forces have been threatening trouble 
over the refusal of the government to 
pay the arrears of wages due them, 
it was at first supposed these military 
precautions were taken owing to the 
fear of an outbreak in that quarter. 
Later, however, it was learned that 
Col. Masso Parra, late commander of 
the disbanded Cuban Espafiola Bri-. 
gade, and his officers, had threatened 
to come to the city, proceed to the 
eslace and demand the settlement of 
his officers’ pay. Feeling that the ar- 
rival of Col. Perra would be the signal 
for other malcontents to join the move- 
ment and thus cause serious trouble, 
Capt.-Gen. Blanco forbade Col. Parra 
to come to Havana. Anticinating in- 
subordination, however, Gen. Blanco 
Ptook précautions to quell any at- 
tempted uprising. 

Col. Masso Parra first attracted at- 
tention, when, ranking as a brigadier- 
general of the Cuban insurgents, he 
deserted to the Spanish army, was 
given the rank of colonel and organized 
a brigade of 3000 Cubans under his 
leadership, known as the Cuban’ Es- 
pafiola Brigade, which did signal ser- 


vice for the Spaniards during the late 
war. 


GARVIN’S DIAGNOSIS. 


Doesn’t Think the Teresa is Off Cat 
Island, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


BOSTON, Nov. 10.—If the Spanish 
cruiser Maria Teresa is on Cat Island, 
Bahamas, there was little indication 
of it when Capt. Garvin of the steamer 
Saginaw passed there on November 4, 
two days after she was abandoned. 
The Saginaw sailed from Point de Paix, 
Fiavti. on November 3, and passed 
Within three miles of Cat Island the 
next day. 

Capt. Garvin said that when off the 
island he encountered a fleet of wreck- 
ers or sponge fishermen, who are con- 
Stantly on the look-out for wrecks, 
especially after such a gale as swept 
over the Bahamas during the first of 
the week.

Holguin Division Evacuation Com- 
plete—Cubans Prohibited.

HAVANA, Nov. 10.—[By West Indian 
Cable:] The Spanish evacuation com- 
missioners have sent a note to Maj. 
Gen. Wade, president of the United. 
Sittates Evacuation Commission, an- 
nouncing the number of Spanish troops 
embarked by the steamers that have 
recentlv left Nuevitas and Gibara, com-

PEOPLE THREATENED WHO VOTED 
FOR THE DAWES TREATY. 


Rumors Reach Eufala of Fighting at 
Okmulgee—At Least One Man 
Said to Have Been Killed and 
Seven or Eight Woundecd—The 
Story Denied. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 
CHECOTAH (I. T.,.) Nov. 10.—The 
Creek returns are all in, and show that 
the treaty has carried. Twelve hun- 
dred full-bloods stayed away from the 
polls. The council is in session at Ok- 
mulgee. The full-blood chief threatens 
to kill the people who voted ,for the 
treaty. Indian police were ordered by 
the agent to Okmulgee. Chief Lash- 
parreher threatens to burn towns in 
the Creek nation along the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas Railroad. The In- 
dians are very restless. 


RUMORS AT EUFALA. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY KEVORT,} 

EUFALA (. T.,) Nov. 10.—It is 
known here that there has been fight- 
ing at Okmulgee, the capital of the 
Creek nation, where the council met 
Tuesday. For forty-eight hours 
ruenors of trouble have been drifting 
from Okmulgee, which is forty miles 
off the railway, and without telephone 
and telegraph service. It is known, 
however. that the full-bloods have 
made an attack on the treaty leaders 
at Okmulgee, and that at least one 
man has been killed and seven or 
eight wounded. All the Indian police 
at Agent Wisdom’s disposal have been 
ordered to Okmulgee, and soldiers will 
follow. The white people feel able to 
take care of themselves. The only fear 
is far the half-breeds who voted for 
the treaty. 

WASHINGTON NOT SURPRISED.

WASHINGTON, Noy. 10.—Washing- 
ton officials have received no advices 
indicating the serious situation in the 
“Creek Indian nation growing out of 
the ratification of the agreement with 
the Dawes Commission, but are not 
altogether surprised. The full-bleods 
have all along fought the negotiations, 
and it is regarded as natural that they 
are reluctant to yield their possessions.

FOREIGN OPINION. 
English Cousins’ Comment Upon the 


Election Results. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] All the morning papers comment 
upon the elections in the United States. 
The Times says: “The answer of the 
American people on the question of 
foreign expansion is halting and am- 
biguous. It is difficult to say that the 
elections have confirmed President Mc- 
Kinley’s policy; but certainly he has 
not been condemned, and therefore he 
has no inducement to abandon the at- 
titude he assumed regarding the Phil- 
ippines.”’ 

The Times, in common with other 
papers, comments upon Roosevelt's 
chances of succeeding to the Presi- 
dency, and expresses its gratification 
at the victory of sound money, “though 
apparently there is little chance of cur- 
rency reform.” 

The New York correspondent of the 
Daily News says: “The elections were 
disastrous for the Republicans in the 
House of Representatives, and there is 
no doubt that the popular vote is anti- 
imperialistic.” 

Commenting editorially this 
opinion, the Daily News says: ‘lt 
may, therefore, be the Senate and the 
President against a popularly-elected 
House. It will be interesting to study 
the effect of the vote upon the peace 
negotiations. President McKinley may 
consent to take a new cue from public 
opinion.”’ 

The Standard, agreeing with the 
Times, says: “It is impossible to ex- 
tract the sentiment of the American 
people on the question of expansion, 
but having regard to the functions of 
the Senate, all Spain’s hopes are 
dashed. She has nothing to hope for 
from diplomatic delay.”

The Daily News also disagrees with 
his remarks about America, and says: 
“Nothing that fails to conduce to 
peace can conduce to Great Britain's 
interest. Probably,. however, Salis- 
bury only meant that Great Britain 
and the United States are not likely 
to be found on opposite — sides, and 
there we cordially agree with him.’ 
The Daily News then proceeds to ask 
whether the Philippines are the storm 
center which the Premier foresees, and 
Savs: 

“The omens are certainly not favor- 
able. The peace conference is at a 
deadlock. Emperor William is hasten- 
ing back, not to Berlin, but to Spain. 
If Lord Salisbury meant anything by 
his remarks regarding America, they 
point to a somewhat serious situation. 
If he meant nothing, he was very ill- 
advised to indulge at so sensitive a 
time and in such a public manner, in 
a fit of diplomatic blues.” 

The Times, in a rather colorless 
editorial, calls Salisbury’s speech 
“weighty.’”’ It Says: “His reference 
to decaying states as likely to invite 
war, Will not be misunderstood by the 
country, and the--recent proots of 
British strength may induce Germany 
to seek an understanding, if not an 
alliance with England.” 


WHAT MERRITT SAYS. 


Glad of Election Results—Should 


Keep the Philippines,

- Referring to the Marquis of Salis- 
bury’s Guild Hall speech, Gen, Merritt 
said: “Most Americans, I believe, 
agree, and our English cousins insist 
that we should keep the Philippine 
Islands. I @om't know whether the 
government is cooling toward us, but 
all the officiais I have met here, some 
of them. being in very high places, seem 
enthusiastic over the friendship be- 
tween the two countries. One thing is 
certain about the Philippine Islands— 
we must either take them all or drop 
them altogether.”

| Women and Agriculture, 


‘Insect Swarms. 


HE Belgian government is fol- 

lowing out a scheme of technical 

education which has some saga- 

cious and admirable features. In 
many rural centers of the cauntry grat- 
ultous instructions in dairy work is 
provided throughout the summer to the 
peasant population. The course usually 
lasts three months, and is ppen te all 
girls aver 15 years of age. For girls 
of a somewhat higher social position, 
for the daughters of tenant farmers, 
and Small proprietors—for the very 
class, in fact, for which neither in Eng- 
land nor in this country has any prac- 
tical provision whatever yet been made 
—a System of agricultural colleges has 
been organized which cannot fail to 
exert a far-reaching inuence on the fu- 
ture prosperity of Belgium. The daily 
life in these colleges is singularly 
healthy and attractive, alternating, as 
it does, between theoretic work in the 
classrooms and practical work in the 
farm or garden. Dairy work, poultry- 
raising, bee-keeping, fruit and flower 
growing, are thus all brought within 
the sphere of a woman's activities. Vir- 
ginia M. Crawford, who writes on this 
subject, says that for women there is 
net more pleasant way of adding to the 
mgdest incomes of country homes than 
by taking up some agricuitural pursuit 
in a practical and scientific spirit. She 
asks: “Who would hesitate between 
the pleasure of manipulating butter in 
a clean, sweet dairy, and the weary tuil 
of working a typewriter ten hours a 
day in a stuffy office, when once it was 
realized that one is as profitable as the 
other?”

Non-freezing Water Pipe. 

HE Germans, who as sa far ahead 

of many nations in a certain,class 

of technical skill have incorporated 
into their plumbing practice a non- 
freezing water pipe, which will save an 
incalculable amount of annoyance and 
profanity in a single winter. The pur- 
pose of the invention is not only to pre- 
vent the water from being frozen, but 
to provide an opportunity for its ex- 


far as it is above the graund, there is 
inserted a second, narrower pipe of 
thin sheet tin or lead, which ‘(s filled 
with an elastic substance such, for in- 
stance, as rubber. This insertion re- 
mains unaffected by the ordinary pres- 
sure: but if the water should be frozen 
by extreme cold, the elastic insertion is 
compressed by so much as the volume 
of -water is increased by the. freezing. 
With the coming of the thaw, the in- 
serticn expands again to its original 
circumference. The object of the tin 
or lead around the insertion is to pre- 
vent an unpleasant taste or odor being 
iimparted to the water. It is said that 
water pipes provided with such an in- 
sertion have withstood a cald test of 
40 deg. centigrade, while others that 
were not so provided invariably burst 
at that temperature.

FEW weeks ago a strange butter- 
A ts appeared in Kansas in such 

abundance as to prevent work out 
of doors, and the insects gathered on 
the rails of the Union Pacific Railroad 
in such numbers as to stop a_ train, 
their bodies greasing the rails and 
causing the car wheels to skid. F. C. 
Kenyon calls to mind a similar large 
swarm of the same butterfly in Ne- 
braska, in 1885. The air was full of the 
insects, which were flying lazily scuth- 
ward, paying no attention to the flow- 
ers in their way. Mr. Kenyon notes 
two other remarkable swarms of in- 
sects which are ordinarily merely com- 
mon. In one ease, also in Nebraska, a 
large number cf centipedes were seen, 


} all crawling southward. The other was 


the occurrence at Lincoln, Neb., in 1889 
or 1890, of a great swarm of hydrophi- 
lus, attracted apparently by the electric 
light. They were sa numerous that the 
passengers in the electric cars thought 
the rattling sound produced by their 
striking the car was that of hailstones. 
The cloud of insects poured through the 
open windows, and demoralized the 
passengers. Within the city the mashed 
bodies of the invading swarm inter- 
fered with pedestrians on the side- 
walks, and the city street-sweeping 
gang had to be called out to clear away 
the nuisance.

Light and Hygiene for Children. 
MEDICAL journal says that an 
important hygienic peint which is 
too often overlooked altogether in 

the selection of sleeping rooms for 

young children, is that of light—the 
light) of the sun shining directly into 
the room, an@f not the reflected light of 
the wall or reflector. The rays of the 
sun, with their triple qualities—cal- 
orific, luminous and chemical—are in- 
dispensable to life and health, and to 
deprive children of them is to prepare 
the ground for phihisis. In the city of 
Paris eleven thousand people die every 
year from. tuberculgsis, as against 
thirty-nine thousand from all other 
diseases. The cause given for this 
frightful mortality is that a large pro- 
partion of the lower-class population 
live in gloomy, unsunned rooms, over- 
looking dark or cold courts or yards, 
and lighted by transoms, or deriving 
their light from ather rooms, 

The light of the sun alone is not only 

a powerful souree of vitality, but it 

actuates th ecells of the brain, invig- 

orates the muscles, increases the pres- 
sure of blood in the arteries, and gives 
the feeling of well being, and the light- 
ness «f body and step that characterize 
perfect health. To show how much 
more efficacious than the administra- 
tion of medicine good air and light may 
be, it is only necessary to take a debil- 
itated, anemic child who has been liy- 
ing in a cooped-up, glocmy room, and 
place it in a good-sized apartment into 
which the sunlight pours freely. An 
immediate improvement in the child 
will be observed. The regulation of the 
sleeping hours of children is not less 
important. Dr. Maurice de Fleury, whe 


hygiene, says that a child of from five 
to eight years of age. ought to sleep 
from 8 o'clock in the evening to 7 in 
the merning; that is, eleven hours. A 
child ¢¢f from eight to twelve years of 
age should sleep from 9 in the evening 
to 7 in the morning—or ten hours; a 
child of from twelve to fifteen, from 
helf-past 9 in the evening to half-past 
6 in the morning—or nine hours. . Later 
it is well to accustcem them to. eight 
hours sleep, and eventually, if the sys- 
tem does not demand more, to seven 
hours. These rules are for healthy 
children. Some children are all the 
better for even a more liberal allow-

| New Use for Steel. ; 

NEW use has been found for steel 

in the manufacture of harness. An 

English firm makes a steel trace, 
consisting of a narrow ribbon of the 
metal, from three-quarter inch to. one 
inch wide, rolled very thin and cased 
in leather. A trace of this kind has at- 
tained a tensile-breaking strain of 4575 
pounds, while an ordinary leather trace 
of the best quality, tested at the same 
time, broke at a strain of 2700 pounds. 
Besides being lighter and stronger than 
the ordinary trace, the steel ribbon is 
about 20 per cent. cheaper. The steel 
lis of the finest quality, and can be 
twisted in any direction, The same} 
kind of steel has been introduced in 
England in the manufacture of a prac- 
tically punctureless tire. The steel rib- 
bon, cased in rubber, is placed inside of 
the ordinary tire. It is said that it does 
not in the’ least impair the resilience of 
the wheel, and has actually the effect 
of increasing the speed of the machine.

A Tiny Pinz Tree. 

NE of the most remarkable fea- 

tures of Japanese gardening is the 

way in which every plant and tree 
in a famous garden will be reproduced 
in miniature, by a system of dwarfing 
which has been handed down from 
many generations back. Every char- 
acteristic of a harge tree will be pre- 
Served, the foliage, the color, and the 
texture of the branches, and yet the 
miniature copy will often be not more 
than from one to three feet high. Prof. 
C. E. Bessey tells of a case in this 
country in which nature has eélipsed 
the art of the Japanese. While climb- 
ing Green Mountain, near Boulder, 
Colo., Prof. Bessey found growing from 
a crevice in one of the rocks at the 
summit a small pine tree, about five 
inches and a quarter high, and barely 
a quarter of an inch in diameter, It 
was unbranched, and bore a single ter- 
minal tuft of leaves. The tiny tree had 
made a good fight for existence amidst 
the linclemencies of its exposed situa- 
tion, for when it was carefully exam-. 
ined, twenty-five distinct annual rings 
were discovered. Such a case of nat- 
ural dwarfing is almest unprecedented. 


IN ELECTRICITY, | 


Tesla’s Latest Invention, 

HE latest invention of Nikola 

Tesla is quite on a par, so far as 

regards scientific beauty, with 
many discoveries with which his name 
is associated. Tesla has found that 
when with great rarefaction of the air 
is coupled an enormous pressure of the 
electricity being transmitted, an elec- 
trical impulse can be sent to any dis- 
tance through the ether. He claims to 


to generate with safety and electrical 
pressure measured by hundreds. of 
thousands and even millions of volts. 
These he proposes ta-conduct to a ter- 
minal point high above.the earth, prob- 
ably in a balloon, and launch them out 
into space, to be caught by a receiver 
at a distarice, pose on the other 
side of the world, and there turned ta 
account in the driving of machinery or 
any other useful purpose. If this can 
be done, it will mean that power from: 
such sources as Niagara will become 
available in any part of the world,: re- 
gardless of distance. This, like most of 
Mr. Tesla’s inventions, shows a won- 
derful appreciation of, and insight into 
the marvelous possibilities toward 
which electrical developments are 
trending, but it may be doubted 
whether its’ practical application’ will 
be seen in the immediate future. This 
idea of making the ether the vehicle of 
electrical energy reminds cme of the 
many attempts that have been made to 
utilize the direct energy of sunshine by 
the focussing of mirrors, etc. Even so 
great a genius as Ericssqn spent half a 
lifetime in trying: to bring ‘this idea to 
fruition; but utterly failed. And he is 
not the only one who has been carred 
away with the same fascinating idea, 
which is great enough to appeal to any 
noble man. What would appear to be 
the principal difficulty in the realiza- 
tion of Mr. TeSla's ideas in that while 
he proposes to give the impulses he 
throws out into space a particular di- 
rection, and concentrate them on a fa- 
cus at a distance, it seems more than 
likely that in practice the energy will 
dissipate itself through all space, and 
only a small portion of it will ever 
reach the specific point to which it was 
directed. It is like trying to heat a dis- 
tant spot out ef doors from a steam 
coll. Aceording to the laws of the 
transmission of heat, a cold body will 
absorb heat from a hot body; but if 
that ccld body be surrounded by other 
bodies, even though they e not so cold 
as the primary cold body, they wilh also 
absorb heat from the hot body, and 
the primary cold body will not by any 
means get its full share. Sa it may be 
with Tesla's invention: While his nega- 
tive at a distance may absorb some 
electricity, still other mediums in space 
will be making their individual rads 
on the energy sent out. The trouble, in 
fact, is in the concentration. The ether 
iis an impartial transmitter of the vi- 
brations entrusted to it, and makes no 
invidious distinctions, whether the rays 
are of light, heat, or electricity. The 
only thing which makes it possible to 
transmit the ordinary forms of electric- 
ity, such as are used for lighting, etc., 
is the fact that we are able to concen- 
trate and isolate the path of the cur- 
rent, and prevent it from affecting 
bodies which are in contiguity to it. 
Take away these insulating and isolat- 
ing barriers and the current would 
spread itself out in all directions even 
from the ordinary dynamo. This is 
seen in the loss of current at any point 
in an electric line where the insulation 
is bad. The slightest puncture in the 
insulating shield of an ocean cable may 
entirely destroy the activity of the ca- 
ble. When a means can be found 
whereby electrical impulses can be 
transmitted unimpaired through thou- 
sands of miles of ether to a_ definite 
point, and to that point only Mr. Tes- 
la’s beautifu} conception will become 
useful to the world. 


Electric Traction. 

LTHOUGH the underground con- 
A aa system of electrical traction 

cannot be adopted with financial 
and engineering success in every city, 
it has already in many places given 
remarkable results. The figures bear- 
ing on some ofthese results have been 
compiled hy H. H. Vreeland in a state- 
ment as to the comparative cost and 
profits of cable, electric, and horse raii- 
way operation in the streets af New 
York City. For ene year the operating 
expenses of the cable jines of the city 
were 16.42 cents per car mile, of the 
horse lines 17.87 cents, and of the elec- 
tric lines 10.23. For the three months 
period which is more favorable to elec- 
tric operation, the cable lines cost 17.55 
cents, the horse 17.89, and the electric 
10.06 cents. In this time the tota)] pas- 
senger receipts of the company were

Brilliant Aurora, 
REMARKABLE display of aurora 
borealis, which took place at Hel- 
singfors, on September 9, is de- 

scribed by N. Kaulbars. Shortly before 

§ o'clock in the evening a bright arc 

was seen in the north, and immediately 

afterward streamers of great brilliancy 
shot up from the western and eastern 


horizons, sending immense columns to 
the zenith, and taking the shape of a 


from horizon to horizon. Masses of 
light flowed from both sides to the 
zenith, where they disappeared. At 
10 o'clock, the end of the great arc 
faded out, but at the same momént a 
corona, splendid in light and color, ap- 
It consisted of 
three nearly parallel streamers, stretch- 
ing from west to east; ending toward 
the west in a dark space, and toward 
the east in a beautiful fan of light. 
Half an hour later the corc¥a took the 
shape cif an immense dome, the ribs and 
columns of which stood-around all parts 
of the horizon. At that instant the 
whole visible sy presented. the appear- 
aance of one single enormous luminous 
dome af indescribable “beauty. The 
brightest columns ‘of the dome were to. 
the west and east, those to the north 
being much fainter, while those to the 
south were scarcely visible. From every 
part of ‘the dome streamers of light 
ficewed uninterruptedly to the zenith. 
At’ 11 o’clock .there was a_ sudden 
change, and in the place of the dome, 
which had disappeared, there was a 
huge spiral ring; which sent out short, 
bright streamers in all directions, es- 
pecially to the east. Meanwhile, in the 
northern part of the sky, the aurora 
took the shape of ever-changing col- 
umns, and long, sometimes spiral and 
undulating bands, which twice, in the 
northwest and the northeast, doubled, 
giving the semblance of curtains hang- 
ing one over the other. Soon after 11 
was seen a peculiar formation; three 
ve¥tical columns in the upper part were 
erossed by bright horizontal streamers, 
extending nearly from. northwest to 
northeast. Shortly after 11:30 the au- 
rora began to take the form of lumi-

. SIGHT INFANTRY KEEP ORDER BY 


PAROLLING THE CITY, 
An Editorialin the Negro Newspaper 


Reflecting Upon White Women 
Proveked the Present Ont- 
burst of Feeling. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] ~ 

‘WILMINGTON (N. C.,) Nov. 10.— 
After a day of bloodshed and turbu- 
lance, Wilmington has subsided to- 
night into comparative peacefulness. 
Eight negroes were killed and three 
white men wounded during the day, 
one of them, William Mayo, seriously. 

Tonight the city is in the hands of a 
new municipal government, and law 
and order is being established. This 
afternoon the Board of Aldermen re- 
signed one by one. As each Alderman 
vacated, the remaining elected a suc- 
cessor named hy the citizens’ commit- 
tee, until the entire board was changed 
legally. They resigned in response to 
public sentiment. The new board is 
composed of conservative Democratic 
citizens. The Mayor and Chief of Po- 
lice then resigned, and the new board 
elected their successors, according to 
law. Ex-Representative Waddell was 
elected “Mayor, and E G&G. Parmalee 
Chief of: Police. 

The first act of the new government 
Was to swear in 250 special policemen, 
chosen from the ranks of reputable 
white citizens. They are vested with 
all the authority of the law, and will 
take charge of the city. The 
zens’ committee will remain on guard 
throughout; the town to prevent. at- 
tempts at incendiarism. The new gov- 
ernment will devote.its attention to re- 
strainj recklessness among the 
whites, as well as keeping down law- 
lessness among the negroes. Further 
trouble: of a general or serious nature 
is not expected. Soon after the meet- 
ing George Roundtree received a tele- 
&ram from Gov. Russell saying that 
he would use all his efforts to influence 
the Mayor and City Council to resign 
if that would restore peace.” . 

Roundtree sent the following reply: 
“Mayor and Aldermen resigned. Two 
hundred and fifty specist policemen 
swornin. Law will be maintained and 
peace restored.” Roundtree is a promi- 
nent attorney here, and a member of 


_ the Democratic Congressional Commit- 


tee. 

The trouble Wilmington today 
commenced at 8:30 o’clock this morning 
when_an armed body of citizens, num- 


. bering about 400, and led by ex-Repre- 


sentative Waddell, chairman of a com- 
mittee of twenty-five appointed for the 

proceeded to the publishing 
of a negro — newspaper, the 
Record. to wreck it. The editor of 
this paper had published an article 
defamatory of white women, and a 


ting of citizens-yesterday, de~ 
“ananded- Vis ‘expulsion from the city 
‘within twenty-four hours and the re- 


moval of his press. Fifteen leading 
negroes were ‘called by the 
‘Committee of Twenty-five last night 
and directed to notify the chairman by 
7:30 o’clock this morning whether they 
‘would agree to the removal of the 


' press. They were told that if no an- 


swer was returned the press would be 
demolished. 

No answer was received by the 
chairman this morning, and after wait- 
{ng .an hour, the citizens proceeded in 
a body and demolished the fixtures of 
the printing office. The building was 
also fired and gutted. The leaders 


sav that this action was the work of 


irresponsible persons, and as soon as 
the fire was discovered the fire de- 
‘partment was called to extinguish it. 
» The burning of the printing office 
created a great commotion among the 
negroes of the town. The rumor spread 
that the whites were going to burn 
and murder in the negro quarter. This 
rumor reached the negro ‘employés 
of a cotton compress, numbering 300 or 
400, who quit work ang hung about 
the ‘streets in manifest./terror. Other 
parties congregated in the negro sec- 
tion. and it was in one of these that 
the first tragedy was enacted. The 
‘meh were standing or a corner and 
were ordered to disperse. They de- 
clined, and, it is claimed, fired into the 
whites. 

A fusillade was immediately opened 
upon them by the whites, and three 
negroes were killed, Two whites were 
wounded slightly. One negro ran down 
the street, and, passing a residence, 
fired a rifle at William Mayo, white, 
standing on the veranda, shooting him 
through the left lung. This negro was 
recognized, pursued and captured 
while hiding under a bed. It is said 
he confessed to the shooting. He was 
pasiee with shot by his captors and 

ed. 


In the mean time, the town was in a 
state of great excitement. People 
rushed to the street from every direc- 
tion: the local militia company: was 
ordered out, and a battalion of United 
Sitates naval reserves proceeded to the 
vicinity of the trouble with a rapid-fire 


n. 

At 1 o’clock, some negroes in a house 
fired upon a passing party of white 
men. The house was surrounded and 
four negroes captured and taken to 
the jail. One negro broke away and 
ran, but was shot down and killed be- 
fore he had proceeded half a _ block. 
During the afternoon there were other 
affairs of this kind, and eight negroes 
were killed during various times in 
the disturbed sections. Their names 
‘at this time are unknown. 

As the news of the riot spread 
through the neighboring cities, they of- 
fered to send help, but all such offers 
were declined, ‘except in the case of 
‘Fayetteville, from which town came 
about one hundred and (fifty men. 
As night fell, the town was completely 
patrolied and guarded. Very § few 
negroes were on the streets, and they 
were not allowed to congregate any- 
where. 

The action of the citizens in organ- 
izing a new municipal movement is 
exvected to bring public order, and 
no rioting is Hg ter tonight. It de- 
veloped later in the day that the negro 
committee summoned last night had 
agreed to use their good offices to have 
the press removed, although the edi- 
tor had disappeared and they had no 
authority on the, premises. This lei- 
ter, instead of being delivered to the 
chairman of the committee of twenty- 


five ih person, was put in the mail and 


did not reach him until three hours 
after the expiration of time limit 
‘which had been fixed upon for the re- 
ception of the answer. 

A crowd was formed tonight to take 
from the jail and lynch two negroes, 
Thomas Miller. and fra Bryant, who 
were arrested today, charged with 
making threats, and were regarded as 
dangerous characters. The Mayor, Col. 
Waddell, promptly prohibited the as- 
sembling of the crowd at the jail, and 
he himself headed a guard of twenty- 
five men with Winchesters to guard 
the prisoners.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10. — A Star 
special from Wilmington (N. C.,) says: 

“Events have moved rapidly in Wil- 
mington this morning, and the white 
beople have made good their threats 
to take vengeance upon. the negro 
newspaper which published the edi- 
torial derogatory to white women. At 
7:30 o'clock, the negroes not having 


responded to the demand for the re-] 


moval of the press of the Record, the 
negro newspaper, Ex-Representative 
Waddell, chairman of the white com- 
mittee of twenty-five, repaired to the 
Light Infantry Armory, where he was 
to meet the citizens by appointment. 
Eight o'clock was the last hour of 
grace for the negroes to reply, and 
that hour passed without an answer 
being received. The citizens then 
waited half an hour for reinforce- 
ments.) 

Meantime, armed men had begun to 
gather in the wide street in front of 
the Armory. They carried rifles, shot- 
guns and ammunition, and the as- 
semblage included some of the most 
solid citizens of the town. At 8:30 
o'clock the procession, headed by Ex- 
Representative Waddell and the com- 
mittee of twenty-five, moved in the 
direction of the Record printing shop. 
All along the line of march the pro- 
cession was joined by armed citizens, 
and when the negro quarter was 
reached, the negroes could be seen a 
few blocks away running into their 
houses. 

“When the crowd arrived in front 
of the Record office, a two-story frame 
building, picket lines were thrown out 
across the streets and squads of men 
went. to squares in the neighborhood. 
Leader Waddell, with rifle on his 
shoulder, went to the door of the build- 
ing and knocked, but there being no 
response, the door was soon burst 
open. The citizens surged into the 
place and commenced the work of de- 
struction. The furniture was smashed 
and thrown into the street, the floors 
were gutted of* movables, and_ the 
building was fired and destroyed. Some 
one turned in a fire alarm, and when 
the engines responded, the crowds dis- 
charged their weapons and a fusillage 
of guns and pistols, and shouts filled 
the air. The affair was soon over, 
however, and no one was hurt. The 
vublishing house was destroyed, but 
the neighboring property was saved. 
The colored editors, Manley, his brother 
and their associates, have fled, and 
could not be found by the citizens. 

“After destroying the printing-house, 
the marchers returned to the amory, 
where they had left a rapid-fire ma- 
chine gun mounted in a wagon, ready 
to be dispatched to the scene, if a bat- 
tle should occur. The leaders of the 
crowd. said subsequently it was not 
the intention te burn the Record build- 


ing, but that it was the work of some 


rash persons or by accident, and did 
not have the concurrence of the com- 
mittee. The day’s action of the whites 
was the sequel of yesterday’s meeting 
at the county courthouse, and that of 
the committee of twenty-five in the 
afternoon, as a result of which the 
negroes were given till morning to re- 


turn an answer for the demand for the 


removal of the press and cessation of 
the publication of the Record. 

“Last night was an anxious one for 
the citizens in the residence section. 
About 8 o’clock, a street car came into 
the business section and reported ane 
the negroes had fired into it, and that 
the: passengers *had returned the fire. 
A car loaded with armed men was soon 
speeding toward the secene of trouble, 
but the offenders escaped. The entire 
eastern end of the town was aroused, 


and armed men were in the street cars 7 


and on every corner. In the negro dis- 
trict, thirty or forty young negroes 
were assembled, but they were not 
armed and not violent, and the elder 
‘men said they did not contemplate 
trouble, and sincerely hoped for peace. 
All night long the whites kept guard 
about the business and residence sec- 
tions, but no ineident occurred to dis- 
turb the night. 

“At 10:30 o’clock the scene shifted to 
another section of the city. Scarcely 
had the marchers disbanded at the ar- 
mory before word was passed along 
that three or four hundred negro la- 
borers of the great cotton compress 
had knocked off work and were as- 
sembling. The arméd men hurried to 
the river front and took positions at 
the head of the streets leading to the 
docks. The negroes gathered in groups 
of fifteen or twenty, huddling together 
and apparently very much _ excited. 
They were in a state of panic. Their 
wives hurried to them with reports 
that the whites were burning the negro 
people, and 
begged their husbands to come home, 
and the whole force quit work. The 
white leaders endeavored to calm the 
excited men, told them no harm was 
intended, advised that they return to 
work. There was no violent talk nor 
threats by the negroes. 

“Tn all the disturbances the local au- 
thorities made no show of asserting 
themselves and no policemen were 
around. The preservation of order is 
practically vested in the committee of 
twenty-five, who are how trying to re- 
store order, quiet the situation and hold 
in check the reckless element among 
the whites. The rapid-fire machine 
gun on a wagon, manned by a crew 
armed with Winchesters, was brought 
down in front of the postoffice, but on 
the advice of the leaders, was halted 
there. 

“Soon after 11 o’clock, word was 
brought that reinforcements were 
needed in the negro sections of Brook- 
lyn. The men were sent. Twenty min-. 
utes later, news came that there had 
been a collision between the whites 
and blacks, and that blood had been 
shed. As a result of the trouble at 
Brooklyn, it is believed that the num- 
ber of negroes who have been killed will 
number four. A whiteman named Mayo, 
who was shot in the stomach, has 
since died. Another whiteman was hurt. 
The situation is quiet at the’scene of 
the trouble now, and the negroes have 
gone into their houses. Squads of men 


-are now halting all the negroes on the 


streets and taking their pistols from 
them wherever found. 

“A later dispatch to the Star says 
that between 1 and 2 o’clock there were 
several skirmishes. «The total casualties 
at 2 p.m. were: Eight negroes killed, 
three wounded, and three whites 
wounded—Mayo, Chadwick and Piner. 
Mayo is not dead, as before reported, 
but is shot through the lungs. Abeut 
12:30 o’clock two whitemen passing a 
house were fired upon. A detachment 
immediately surrounded the house and 
took away five negroes. It was at first 
proposed to kill them, but it was finally 
decided to put them in jail. Another 
negro in the house broke and ran, 
but before proceeding very far was 
shot down. 
was recognized, it was claimed, and a 
detachment found him at his house. 
He was riddied with’ bullets and left 
for dead. 

“Special trains are being run into Wil- 
mington from other towns with rein- 
forcements of arms. Goldboro~ has 
started 500 men. Laurinburg has 
started 150, and other places have of- 
fered help if needed. The light in- 
fantry, a regular State military or- 
ganization, will probably take com- 
mand of the situation here, and its 
officers direct the patrolling and guard- 
ing of the city. It is understood that 
the Gevernor has given his sanction to 
this plan, and if carried out it wil) 
have a sgalutarv effect.

The whites 
are particularly incensed against all the 
Tolberts, and held them responsible for 
the trouble. A party went to kill Tom 
Tolbert, but some one prevailed on 
them not to kill a wounded and dying 
man.

The atmosphere seems to have 
cleared considerably this afternoon, 
and no further trouble is expected.

Guards and regular sentinels were 
posted last night. The two negroes 
who are known to have shot Etheridge 
have not yet been captured.

GEN. MILES REPORTS 


FOUR INTERESTING CHAPTERS 
ON A REMARKABLE WAR. 


Entire Absence of Direct Criticism 
Though Certain of His Lan- 
‘guage is Underscored. 


ASKED TO GO WITH SHAFTER. 


PLAN OF CAMPAIGN SUBMITTED TO 
SECRETARY ALGER. 


Maj. Corliss Declares a Statement a 
Lie—War Investigation at De- 
troit—Sixth California Regi- 
ment to Muster Out, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT,] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—The report 
of Maj.-Gen. Miles, commanding the 
United States army, was made public 
today by direction of Secretary Alger. 
The keynote of the report is found in 
one of the opening sentences, where it 
is said: ‘Military operations during 
the year have been extraordinary, un- 
usual and extensive.” a statement 
which is borne out by the long recital 
of important events which Gen. Miles 
shows have made the military history 
of the year 1898 the most remarkable 
since the end of thé civi! war. 

“In point of interest, the document 
divides naturally into four chapters. 
for while brief allusion is made to such 
matters as the military expeditions to 
Alaska, interest naturally centers in 
the portion which treats of the war 
with Spain. 

Under this genéral head the report 
deals with the plans of campaign, of 
the war preparations, with the San- 
tiago campaign, with Gen. Miles’s op- 
erations in Porto Rieo, and lastly with 
the important changes in existing or- 
ganization which are, in Gen. Milés's 
opinion, necessry to make the army an 
effective weapon for the defense of the 
country. There is an entire absence 
of any evidence in direct criticism, 
thought certain sentences in the report 
are italicized in an apparent desire to 
justify previously-expressed plans of 
details of the campaigns, and where it 
deals with ~ events the document is 
largely made up of a quotation of offi- 
cial dispatches. 

Treating of the war, Gen. Miles be- 
gins with a statement of the unpre- 
paredness of the country, showing how 
the vast equipment left by the million 
soldiers of the civil war hag been dissi- 
pated or had become obsolete, until the 
tentage, transportation and camp 
equippage was insufficient for any im- 
portant military operations, 

Gen. Miles then says that in the be- 
ginning the war problem was purely a 
naval one, and that he was convinced 
that should our navy prove superior, 
the position of the Spanish army in 
Cuba would be rendered untenable witb 
a minimum loss of life and treasure to 
the United States. He says: ‘“‘There 
were two most serious obstacles to be 
avoided—one was putting an army in 
Cuba before our navy controlled Cuban 
waters, and the other was putting an 
army on the island at a time when a 
large number of the men must die from 
the diseases that have prévailed in 
that country, according to all statistics, 
for the last 100 years." 

Orders are referred to for the sending 
of the regulars to New Orleans, Tampa 
and Mobile. to begin the invasion of 
Cuba: for the gathering of troops at 
Chickamauga, and for the movement of 
70,000 troops on Cuba, “but none of 
these movements on Cuba 
terialized,”” he says. “The want of 
proper equipment and ammunition 
rendered the movement impracticable.” 

At this point there is a brief digres- 
sion where, in a paragraph, Gen. Miles 
refers to Gen. Merritt’s Philippine ex- 
pedition as organized, equipped and 
conducted as being successful in every 
way. Gen. Miles then pays an eloquent 
tribute to the brilliant exploits of 
Lieuts. Rowan and Whitney, who se- 
cretly explored Cuba and Porto Rico, 
and ascertained the military situations. 
He resumes the report with an aceount 
of the dispatch of Gen. Shafter’s ex- 
pedition, saying: 

“IT desired to go with this command,” 
His request on this point, as tele- 
graphed from headquarters at Tampa, 
was as follows: “This enterprise is so 
important that I desire to go with this 
army corps, or to immediately organize 
another, and with it to join this and 
capture position No. 2, Now that the 
military is about to be used, I believe 
it should be continued with every en- 
ergy, making the most judicious dis- 
position of it to accomplish the desired 
results.”’ . 

He also stated: “This expedition has 
been delayed through no fault of any 
one,connected with it. It containg the 
principal part of an army which, for 
intelligence and efficiency, is not ex- 
celled by any body of troops on earth.” 

The telegram was dated June 6, and 
the day following Secretary Alger 
telegraphed in reply: “The President 


can have an expeditionary ferce ready 
to go to Porto Rico, large enough to 
take and hold that island without the 
force under Gen. Shafter.” Gen. Miles 
responded: “In ten days." 

June 24, Gen. Miles submitted to the 
Secretary of War a written plan ’of 
eampaign. Briefly stated the points were. 
That provision be made for the recep- 
tion of at least 30,000 Spanish prisoners: 
that after capturing Santiago, some 
deep-water ports be taken on the north 
coast of Cuba; that Nuevitas be cap- 
tured, and that with 15,000 cavalry and 
sane artillery and. bedy

Havana. This move would occupy the 
time until September 30; the troops 
would be in the most healthy part of 
Cuba during the rainy season, and the 
prisoners could be employed in road- 
making. Should a Spanish force be ad- 
vanced to Villa Clara, the entire United 
States army could be thrown between 
that point and Havana, the Spanish 
army could be divided and beaten in 
detail. Should that plan be rejected, 
then after capturing Santiago the en- 
tire foce should. be removed to the 
western end of the island,and a cam- 
paign made gainst Havana. Gen. 
Miles next recites an order to himself 
from Secretary Alger “to organize an 
expedition for operations against the 
enemy in Cuba and Porto Rico.” 
From the order dated June 26 it ap- 
pears that an expedition was to be or- 
ganized under the immediate command 
of Gen. Brooke for such movement. 
The command under Shafter, or such 
part as could be spared from the work 
in hand was to join the foregoing ex- 
pedition, and, reads the order, “You 
ill command the forces thus united 
n person.” 
. Gen. Miles at this point mentions a 
project he had conceived at that time 
for the capture of the Isle of Pines, 
which was a smuggling base for sup- 
plying food for Havana, and the harbor 
of Nipe, on the north coast, as a coal- 
ing and a refuge station for the navy. 
Some correspondence is included at 
this point, to show that Gen. Miles had 
sought the codperation of Gen. Garcia 
to harass the Spanish troops and pre- 
vent reinforcements getting into San- 
tiago, which the Cuban general readily 
promised, regarding Gen. Miles’s re- 
quest as orders. Coming to the opera- 
tions against Santiago, the report tells 


briefly of the landing of the United 


States troops, and quotes Shafter'’s 
telegraphic account of the battle at El 
Caney. Gen. Miles then goes into the 
details of subsequent operations, which 
resulted in the surrender of Santiago. 

Gen. Miles mentions by name spe- 
cially the officers of ‘his staff. and the 
general officers engaged, and recom- 
mends a small list of officers for promo- 
tion and brevets. Gen. Miles closes his 
report with some earnest recommenda- 
tions for the improvement of the mili- 
He trusts the experience 
of the last few months will be valuable 
to the people and to the government. 
The value of coast defenses, he says. 
has been proved, and the system should 
be completed without delay. He favors 
the adoption of-a standard of streayth 
for the army to meet the country’s 
growth, and suggests that it be one 
soldter to every 1000 population, yield- 
ing a force of 62,769. While this force 
is already provided for, unfortunately, 
the authorizing act requires the army 
to be reduced to its former inadecuate 
basis on the termination of the war. 

‘Gen. Miles, in conclusion, recom- 
mends the authorization of an auxiliary 
force of native troons in Cuba. Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, to he officered 
by United States army officers, and not 
exceeding two soldiers for 1000 popula- 
tion of the islands, and all of these in- 
creases, he urges, should be made at 
once.

The plan to erect in one of the parks 
of the city a monument to the mem- 
bers of the Seventh Regiment who died 
in the service, is to receive the hearty 
support of the city park department. 
The matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the Board of Park Commission- 
ers yesterday and by resolution that 
body declared it would render any as- 
sistance possible to the efforts to pro- 
vide for the monument. | 

The demand that Sunset Park be im- 
proved by the expenditure of funds ap- 
propriated more than a year ago for 
that purpose will cause an inspection 
to be made of that park by the com- 
missioners with a view to ordering the 
work. 

The Board of Public Works made a 
personal inspection of the property. in- 
volved in the proposed opening of Hoo- 


ton yesterday afternoon, with a view 
to settling the controversy between 
the property-owners and the commis- 
sioners appointed to assess the dam- 
ages and benefits. : 

Flora Warren, a fifteen-year-old girl, 
is confined in the. County Jail on a 
charge of incorrigibility preferred by 
her mother. The girl’s only offense is 
said to be running away from home 
after she had been beaten by her 
mother in a fit of intemperate rage. 
Different ones have interested them- 
selves in the girl’s case and will try to 
find her a home. 

The examination of Harry L. Flour- 
noy on a charge of cattle-stealing was 
begun yesterday by Justice Young in 
the -Township Court. Romaldo Lopez, 
one of Flournoy’s alleged accomplices 
turned state’s evidence and told al 
about how the thieving was carried on. 

The Stimson Mill Company is suing

PARK SPACE ALLOWED FOR THE 
SOLDIERS’ MEMORIAL SHAFT. 


Park Commissioners Will Assist the 
Measnre All They Can — Sunset 

- Park to Be Inspected — Hoover 
Street Opening Investigated—An- 
other Apportionment of Fands. 


The Board of Park Commissioners 
has officially promised to assist in 
every possible manner the project of 
raising a fine monument in one of the 
city parks to the memory of the twenty 
members of the Seventh Regiment who 
died while the regiment was in camp 
at San Francisco. The plan originated 
with some of the enlisted men of the 
regiment, just who first mentioned it 
not being known. Once mentioned, 
however, the members of the command 
at once began active work to secure 
the monument. It was agreed that the 
best place to erect it would be in this 
city, and that one of the city parks 
would be the best location for it here. 
Several days ago the matter was 
brought to the attention of Park Sec- 
retary Mendenhall, and he suggested 
that a written statement of just what 
was intended be sent to the Board of 
Park Commissioners. Such a com- 
munication was received at the regtit 
lar meeting of the board yesterday 
morning. It was signed by George W. 
Swing of Co. He simply an- 
nounced the intention of the members 
of the regiment to have the monument 
erected, if possible, and asked that a 
site for it be given in one of the parks, 
yet to be selected. He also asked that 
the Board of Park Commissioners as- 
sist in the matter. The communica- 
tion was read yesterday at the meet- 
ing of the board, and by resolution the 
commission decided to assist the plan 
in every way poSsible. Not only will 
a site for the monument be gladly 
gxiven, but if the city consents to pro- 
vide the pedestal for the monument, 
the work can be done by the park de- 
partment. 

TO INSPECT SUNSET ‘PARK. 

The two communications. which had 
been sent ¢o the City Council by prop- 
erty-owners in the vicinity vf Sunset 
Park, asking that the amount ap- 
propriated ‘more than a year ago be 
spent in the improvement of that park, 
were sent to the Board of Park Com- 
missioners by the City Clerk. One of 
these communications is from Judge 
John M. Miller, and in it he demands 
to know why the park has not been im- 
proved, and gives several reasons why 
the improvement should be ordered. 
The matter was discussed at length by 
the members of the board, and it was 
finally decided that the commissioners 
visit the park, as a committee of the 
whole Sunday afternoon at 2 o’clock. 
At that time the present necessity for 
the improvement of this park will be 
considered, and the interested prop- 


'ertvy-owners who may be there will be 


re est as to their wishes in the mat- 
er. 

Several weeks ago a petition was pre- 
sented before the City Council asking 
that a cement sidewalk be constructed 
all around Westlake Park; that ihe 
driveways and walks in that park be 
coated with porphyry, and that Ben- 
ton boulevard be improved. This peti- 
tion was referred by the Council to 
the Board of Park Commissioners. 
When the matter came up yesterday 
the members of the board expressed 
the opinion that the commission had 
nothing to do with the matters of 
placing the sidewalks around the park 
nor with the improvement of the 
boulevard. As to the request to cover 
the roads and walks of the park with 
porphyry. Park Superintendent Garey 
was directed to present an estimate of 
cost of that work, and if it is not too 
great.-it will be ordered done.

WILL DENY THE PROTEST. 


Hoover Street Opening Controversy 
May Reach the Courts. 
Councilmen Mathuss, Blanchard and 
Ashman, composing the Board of Pub- 
lic Works; Councilmen Nickell, City En- 
gineer Dockweiler and the members 
of the commission appointed to as- 
sess the damages and benefits inci- 
dent to the proposed opening of Hoover 
street between Washington and Bush 
streets, visited that portion of Hoover 
street yesterday afternoon. The pur- 
pose of the visit was to make a per- 


»sonal inspection of the conditions there 


and to endeavor to end the contro- 
versv between the commissioners and 
the property-owners.

These allegations were de- 
nied by the members of the commis- 
sion, and when the original report of 
the commissioners was filed, there was 
such a vigorous protest that the 
amendment of it was ordered. The 
amendments did not please the prop- 
erty-owners, and they again protested, 
and it is this protest that the board 
went out to consider. When they ar- 
rived on the ground, they found a 
large number of interésted property- 
owners there. The same a ments for 
axd against the confirmation of the 
report as had been made before the 
Citv. Council were repeated, and the 
property-owners showed the Council- 
men the reasons for their objections. 
It was stated that if the Council con- 
firmed the report and the opening of 
the street was attempted, under the 
present assessment, the property-own- 
ers would resort to injunction to stop 
the proceedings. 

A. final decision was not rendered by 
the members of the Board of Public 
Works. but the matter was informally 
discussed among them. They came to 
the conclusion that they will today 
recommend to the Council that the 
protest be denied. :

FLOURNOY’S EXAMINATION, 


His Allege@ Accomplice Turns 
State’s Evidence. 
The preliminary examination of 


Harry L. Flournoy, on a charge of 
cattle stealing, was partially held yes- 
terdav before Justice Young. The 
principal witness was Romualdo Lopez, 
an old Mexican, who was implicated 
with Flournoy in the caitle-stealing in- 
dustry, and has since turned State's 
evidence. 

-Romualdo testified that he made 
arrangements with Flournoy several 
months ago to steal cattle and drive 
them to Flournoy’s butcher- shop at 
San Gabriel. For cattle of acceptable 
size and flesh, he was to receive $10 
each. He said he stole altogether 
about a dozen head of cattle, and forty 
or fifty hogs, which he sold to Flournoy 
to be butchered. 

The last work he did for Flournoy, 
he says, was to steal four cows from 
the Ranhcho Laguna, belonging to Do- 
lores Vejar, on the night of October 
27. He says he drove the cows to 
Flournoy’s place, arriving there at 
midnight. Flournoy had sent a boy 
who worked for him, by the name of 
Cruikshank, to open the corral gate 
and admit the stolen cattle. The 
a day, he says, Flournoy paid him 


When the witness was asked if 
Flournoy knew that the cattle deliv- 
ered to him were stolen, he replied 
that he did. They had often talked 
about “lifting” cattle, and it was per- 
fectly well understood, he claims, that 
the stock was to be atolen. . 

While testifying, the witness re- 
lated that once he stole some cattle 
from the Laguna ranch which Flour- 
noy refused to accept, because they 
were so poor. He took them back 
and in a few weeks, when they had 
fattened from the succulent grass, again 
drove them away and delivered them 
to Flournoy. 

The next witness was Vernon Cruik- 
shank. a seventeen-year-old boy, 1 ko 
worked for Flournoy and was arr-st«d 
with him in the belief that he had 
been implicated in the cattle stealing. 
It has since been shown that he had 
nothing to do with the stealing, and 
the charge against him was yesterday 
dismissed. His only connection with 
the thieving was to admit the stolen 
eattle into the corral and care for 
them there. In doing this, he was 
only obeying the orders of his em- 
plover. Be corroborated Lopez’s tes- 
timonv as to the bringing of four cows 
to Flourroy’s place on the night of 
October 27. Young Cruikshank said 
that he was called up at 12 o’clock to 
open the corral gate and admit the 
cows driven by Lopez. . 

Dolores Vejar, from whose ranch the 
cattle were stolen, testified to finding 
one of his cows in Flournoy’s corral 
on October 30, three days after they 
were stolen. He identified the cow by 
the brand. He inquired of Flournoy 
where the cow came from, and he 
butcher replied that he bought her 
from an old Mexican named Ramon. 

The hearing was not concluded and 
will be resumed today. 


DOES NOT PAY ALIMONY. 


Mrs. Ruby Kiser Applies te the 
Court for Relief. 


“Mrs. Ruby ;Kiser was before Judge 
Clark yesterday morning with an ap- 
plication to force her divoreed hus- 
band, Bert Kiser, to pay alimony, as 
ordered by the court.

COURT IS PUZZLED. 


LEGAL TANGLE IN THE DUNNING 
BANKRUPTCY PETITION. 


Judge Wellborn, in a Quandary, Ap- 
peals for an Opinion About an 
Unusual Trust Deed—Counsel 
Gives Evidence and Then Re- 
argues His Case. 


A tangled legal web and very un- 
usual court proceedings developed in 
the United States District Court yes- 
terday, when Judge Wellborn heard 
evidence pertaining to the application 
of Attorney Eber T. Dunning for 
final discharge from his debts, in the 
bankruptcy case which has been pend- 
ing before the court since the filing 
of the original petition, September 3, 
1898. 

When all the evidence had been taken 
and the attorneys fot Mr. Dunning and 
one of his Chicago creditors had made 
their closing arguments, the court 
started to sum up the case, apparently 
with a view to rendering a decision. 
Instead, however, he acknowledged that 
he was at a loss how to decide, asked 
each attorney for his opinion, then 
questioned each of them, and after 
permitting the argument of the cred- 
itor’s attorney to he reopened, sug- 
gested that the lawyers submit briefs 
on a mooted point in the matter, and 
that this might be done continued he 
case for six days. 

Prior to this Attorney M. K. Young, 

representing the creditor, after hav- 
ing finished his closing argument, re- 
opened hs cross-examination of the 
then turned witness, was 
sworn and refuted a part of the evi- 
dence given by Mr. Dunning, and fin- 
ished by again making a second clos- 
ing argument. 
The point which caused this appar- 
ent muddle, and on which the attor- 
neys are to submit briefs for the court's 
perusal, is the existence of a trust deed, 
by the provisions of which Mr. Dunning 
is given in trust, oe mother, cer- 
tain property, to be held for his daugh- 
ter until 1925. 

Property, it is said, has been deeded 
and redeeded between mother and son 
at various times during the past twenty 
years. These transfers were detailed 
by Mr. Dunning on the stand yester- 
day afternoon, but the existence of 
the trust deed was not generally known 
until it was introduced as evidence by 
Mr. Dunning’s attorney yesterday to 
show why the property in question, 
although in the hands of Mr. Dunning, 
was not subject to the demands of his 
creditors. 

It was not so much the existence of 
the trust deed, although this was not 
known to Attorney Young, nor the 
creditors, until yesterday, as its pe- 
culiar provisions which tended to per- 
plex the court in deciding the case. 

Attorney Young, for the ereditor, 
contested the final release of the bank- 
rupt on the ground that he had taken 
unfair means to put his preperty be- 
yond the reach of his creditors before 
appealing to the court for relief from 
his debts. It was in answer to this al- 
legation of the attorney that Mr. Dun- 
ning detailed to the court the various 
transfers of his property between his 
mother and himself, except the one 
made through the trust deed. This 
document was introduced when coun- 
sel for the creditor showed that the 
property conveyed by the trust deed 
was in the hands of the bankrupt at 
the time he had petiiconed for relief 
from his obligations. 

The ument gave in trust to Mr. 


Dunning certain property, 


and pro- 
vided that its accumulations and in- 
come shall be used by the trustee at 
his own discretion, and that he shall 
not be held for an accounting to any- 
one for the property nor any part 
of it, although the property is held 
in trust for the trustee’s daughter. 

It is alleged by Mr. Dunning’s cred- 
itor, through Attorney Young, |that 
this unusual wording of the document 
is arrang to actually convey the 
property ffm mother to son, although 
it nominally is conveyed to the pe- 
titioner’s daughter. This, the attor- 
néy claims, is only a ruse to get the 
property beyond the reach of Mr. Dun- 
ning’s creditors. He also 
the existence of this trust deed was 
not acknowledged by Mr. Dunning and 
hie attorney until such acknowledge- 
ment was made necessary by the court 
proceedings. ‘ 

summing up the case Judge Well- 

born said that he was satisfied of the 
scrupulousness and uprightness of Mr. 
Dunning in his dealings with his mother 
up tothetime of the making ofthe trust 
deed, but that he was at a loss to de- 
cide the case on that point, and would 
like to have an expression of opinion 
from Attorney J. W. Swanwick, who 
represented Mr. Dunning.

FAVORS THE CHARTER. 


University Club Appoints a Commit- 
tee to Aid it. 

The University Club entertained some 
of the members of the charter board of 
freeholders last evening, at the Jona- 
than Club. Covers were laid for thirty- 
four in the banquet hall, the club and 
guests sitting down at 6:30. - Pres- 
ident W..A. Spalding, in introducing 
Maj. H. T. Lee, chairman of the board 
of freeholders, said that the Univer- 
sity Club wanted to study the new 
charter; in order to be able to intelli- 
gently vote and talk for it. 

Maj. Lee said it was one of the prom- 


ising things for the future that college- 


bred men are taking a hand in national,’ 
State and municipal affairs. It augurs 
well for the municiplities when men of 
this stamp take an interest in 
government. A municipality should be 
conducted on strictly business princi- 
ples, and one reason why they are not 
so conducted at the present time is be- 
cause of the failure of many of the cit- 
izens in selecting the proper men to 
carry on the necessary work in their 
cities. Another reason is that there are 
always a large number of men, who 
are not good for anything else, who 
are looking around for soft snaps, and 
this class, unfortunately, is often found 
in political parties, because of power to 
work themselves in the good graces of 
the masses. Partisan politics is also 
to blame for many of the mistakes and 
scandals in city governments. 

Partisan politics is all right and 
proper in State and national affairs, 
but when it comes to municipal politics 
it should be kept out. Political parties 
will continue in cities, however, but 
the voters should see to it that the dep- 
utysips are not given out as rewards 
for work done. 

When the freeholders met, the first 
thing brought out was the need of a 
merit, or civil-service system, which is 
thought to be the keystone in the arch 
of good municipal government. The 
next matter looked into was the powers 
to be given to the Mayor. To this of- 
ficial is given the name of chief exeeu- 
tive, yet he is only a figurehead, and 
to change this the board made him re- 
sponsible for every official appointed 
by him, and he has all the commis- 
sions to appoint, excepting one, the 
Board of Education. He has had other 
duties placed on him, such as count- 
ing the city’s momey at least every 
three months, and he must investigate 
all complaints made against city of- 
ficials. Im addition to the commissions 
the Mayor will have the appointment 
of City Attorney, City Engineer, Stréet 
Superintendent, Superintendent of 
Buildings, and sealer of weights and 
measures. To give these powers to the 
Mayor has been tried in other cities 
and found to work very satisfactorily. 

The board also extended the tenure 
of office for all city officers from two 
to four years. It fixed the date for 
the general city elections upon “‘off’’ po- 
litical years, or when there is no State 
and national elections. The initiative 
and referendum have been brought into 
the charter, which provide for elections 
on the acquirement of any public util- 
ity, and that 15 per cent. of the voters 
may, by petition, force the Council! to 
adopt any ordinance presented by them 
to the City Council, if it refuses, the 
matter to be submitted to the people 
at the next general election. The Po- 
lice Commission is given increased 
power, and several changes limiting its 
actions incorporated. It cannot issue 
liquor license to saloons more than one :

CLUB-SWINGING HABIT. 


It Landed ex-Policeman O’Sullivan 
of Boston in Jail. 

The habit of swinging a club be- 
comes chronic with some men when 
they have served on the police force for 
years. This habit has got Eugene 
O’Sullivan into trouble. O’Sullivan says 
he was on the force in Boston for about 
twelve years, and that he never struck 
any man a blow in anger in all his 
life, 

Yet O’Sullivan pleaded guilty to the 
change of battery in the Police Court 
yesterday. He freely admitted that he 
struck James Askins a blow on the 
head with a cane that laid open his 
scalp. It was owing to a mistake, how- 
ever, that he did so, and he said he was 
More sorry than his victim could be 
that he had hurt him. O'Sullivan ex- 
plained the accident in this wise: He 
had a leg broken in the mine some 
months ago, and has just got out of 
the hospital. It is necessary for him to 
use a stout cane in walking. Wednes- 
day evening he met Askins in a saloon 
and had a few drinks with him. While 
talking with the barkeeper he lei< his 
stick standing against the bar. Askins 
took it, and went out. O’Sullivan 
thought the fellow had stolen it, and 
it made him angry to think that a man 
whom he had treated would steal a 
cripple’s cane. He followed Askins to 
the street, overtook him and demanded 
his. cane....Askins handed it to him, 
and. he. aimed to strike him « gentle 
blow across the shoulders with it, but 
Askins ducked and got the full weight 
of the cane on his head. Not for 50,000 
canes, O’Sullivan declared, would _ he 
struck the man such a_ severe 

ow. 

Askins, with his head swathed in 
bandages, corroborated O’Sullivan’s 
statement and exonerated him from in- 
tent to do him bodily: harm. He said he 
had taken the cane in fun, but O’Sul- 
livan failed to appréciate the joke. As- 
kins begged the court to deal leniently 
with the defendant. Justice Owens 
fined him: $5 with the usual alternative. 


_"HOLLERED” FOR MAGUIRE. 
Bootblack Carlisle is Sorry Now 
‘That He Did It. 


An aged bootblack, M. W. Carlisle, 
rues the day he “hollered” for Maguire. 
Carlisle ascribes his sentence to pay 
$15 fine or spend fifteen days in the 
City Jail to his political exuberance. — 

It was not his enthusiasm for the 
single-tax candidate for Governor that 
got Carlisle into trouble, but just the 
opposite. He felt so good over the 
result of the election that he took. a 
few drams on Wednesday morning, and 
fell to taunting a- Democratic  bar- 
keeper and other Maguireites in a South 
Main-street saloon.with Maguire's de- 
feat. The propreitor fired him out, but 
Carlisle derisively shouted “Hurrah for 
Maguire,” after he was ejected. This 
annoyed the Maguireites very much. 
That evening Carlisle was seen with a 
big bowie-knife in His pocket. Officer 
Johnson’s attention was called to the 
weapon, and he arrested Carlisle for 
carrying it. 

Carlisle pleaded not guilty to the 
charge of carrying a concealed weapon, 
when arraigned in the Police Court yes- 
terday. He said he did not put the 
knife in his pocket in anticipation of 
trouble. He had kept it in a drawer of 
his bootblack stand a long while, and 
last night bethought himself to take it 
home. His arrest was instigated, he 
elleged, by the saloon-keeper, because 
he “hollered” for Maguire just for fun. 

The court found Carlisle guilty and 
fined him $15 with the usual alterna- 
tive. 


BABRNUM REDIVIOUS. 


George Washington’s; Nurse or La- 
fayette’s Horse-holder. 

Away back in the forties, Barnum 
was then, though a young man, as 
energetic a showman as he proved him- 
self when he brought the great Jenny 
Lind to this country. I knew Barnum 
personally, and have heard from his 
own lips the manner in which he often 
gulled “‘the generoug public.” A host 
of memories in régard to Barnum 
came up a few weeks ago, when read- 
ing a certain telegraphic dispatch, sent 
broadcast over the eountry. I really 
thought that Barnum’s mantle had 


fallen on someone worthy of the great» 


showman in the art of humbuggery. 

About 1844 Barnum astounded the 
eastern States by announcing that, for 
a short time only, there would be seen 
at the ‘American Museum,”’ New York, 
“Joyce Heth, the actual wet nurse of 
George Washington,” All these an- 
nouncements were :backed up by affi- 
davits, which had been sworn to by 
very respectable, though aged, white 
people of Virginia. strong 
these documents, at, as @ genera 
thing, the people | that the 
emaciated old negress, who was be- 
fore them, had been the actual wet 
nurse of the little Babe who became 
“the father of his country.” When 
one paid his quarter at the old “‘Ameri- 
can Museum,” which was on the site 
on Broadway -near Fulton street, New 
York (afterward oceupied by the New 
York Herald building,) he would not 
only see great jumble of wax 
figures, stuffed lions and tigers, live 
bearded women, Albinos, etc., etc., but 
he would gaze upon an old negress, 
whose thin, white hair, and -almost 
skeleton form mad¢ her seem on the 
verge of the other world. The old 
woman in a very faint voice, would 
tell the beholders how oe had been 
“de nuss of Geowdge Washinton, arter 
he was bawned down in Wesmorleun 
county, ole Virginy.” 

Now as Geowdge was born February 
22, 1732, Joyce Heth in 1844, would be 
if born in the same year as Wash- 
ington, 112 years old; Dut as she was 
presumably 18 years old at Washing- 
ton’s birth, to be enabled to give lac- 
teal nutriment to the. future general 
and President, she would be (in 1844) 
no younger than 130 years, when, ex- 
hibited in the American Museum, Of 
oourse, many thousands of credulous

persons went te see her. Barnum aft- 
erward published in America and Eng- 
land that he had hired an old negress 
of four score years to play the role 
mentioned. 

I had almost forgotten the “Joyce 
Heth” episode, when, last month, I 
saw a telegram which was sent over 
the whole country from the truthful(7) 
city of Chicago, and which reads as 
follows: 

“Rev. Charlies th (colored) is dead 
at his home in t city, 101. T 
first notable event of his life was in 
1799, when his mother carried him to 
the funeral of , George Washington, 
so that he cold always say that he 
had attended the burial of the first 
President of his country. He could 
remember the old Randolph mansion 
on Manville Hill, where Gen. Lafayette 
made his headquarters. One day when 
the great general had ridden up to 
the house and dismounted, he called 
Heath to hold his hor#e while he went 
inside. e watched the animal] for 
nearly avhalf hour or an hour, and 
for his trouble Lafayette gave him 
some money.” 

In regard to the above, I will first 
only notice the resemblance between 
the name of “Heth,” George Wash- 
ington’s nurse, and ‘‘Heath,”’ the horse- 
holder for Gen. Lafayette, when he 
made his headquarters in the “old 
Randolph mansion .”” As “Rev. Charl 
Heath” died in October, 1898, 
home in hicago, 101,” 
of course, born in tober, 1797, and, 
therefore, it was possible that. “his 
mother carried him to the funeral of 
George Washington.” But when a tele- 
gram is sent over the whole United 
States informing us that “Rev. Charies 
Heath (colored)” held Gen. Lafayette’s 
horse for him (Lafayette,) and 
“watched the animal for nearly a half 
hour, or an hour, and for his trouble 
Lafayette gave him some money,” that 
Statement is a little too much for one, 
as Lafayette let this country soon after 
the battle of Yorktown, which took 
place in 1781, or about sixteen years 
before ‘“‘Rev. Charles Heath. (colored)” 
was born! 

Lafayette did return to the United 
States ehout forty-four years after the 
last battle of our revolution, but ‘‘Rev. 
Charles Heath (colored)” was then a 
‘boy” getting on toward a half century, 
and probably held no horses for Gen. 
Lafayette. J.C. F.

_A Banker Buys Another Residence

The political excitement has some- 
what added to the difficulty of doing 
business in real estate during the past 
week. The few small sales that have 
been made have served, however, to 
emphasize the fact that’ owners. of 
property are not inclined to accept any- 
thing below the market rate, unless 
they happen to be pressed for ready 
cash... The market is, in fact, in a 
healthy condition, although sales of im- 
portance are few and far between. 

A SPRING-STREET SALE. 

Obadiah T. Barker purchased of 
Hanna C. Madden, sixty feet on the 
east side of Spring street, between 
Fifth and Sixth, for $36,000, or at the 
rate of $600 a foot, a fair price. The 
improvements are of small value, bring- 
. ing in a rental of $70 a month. Mr. 
Barker recently sold a piece of property 
on North Main street. The sale of the 
Spring-street property was made 
through Bradshaw Bros.. 

OLIVE STREET.

GOOD ROADS. 

Now that we know who are to be the 

members of the next State Legislature, 


it is time that steps should be taken 


to urnze upon the members-elect the 
necessity of accomplishing something 
definite in the line of road improve- 
ment. At the coming session of the 
Legislature a new good-roads bill 
will be presented. which is a different 
measure from the bill or bills pre- 
esnted at the session of 1896-7, and 
which met with such rough treatment. 
Instead of taking the business of build- 
ing the roads out of the hands of the 
County Supervisors—a proposition 
which arrayed powerful opposition “to 
the Legislature two years ago—it is 
now the intention to have the highways 
constructed by the county authorities 
on plans and specifications prepared by 
the department of highways. To in- 
duce the counties to build main roads 
in this manner a substantial induce- 


-ment is to be offered—the hizhways 


s0 built as to be accepted and main- 
tained by’ the State, the necessary 
sprinkling required’ to keep down the 
. dust being included as a part of such } 


maintenance. The following digest of: 


“the bill is from the Pacific Rural Press: 

“The bill as drawn provides that no 
road shall be accepted by the State un- 
less it is at least five miles in length 


and leads, on the best grade and align-. 


ment, from one county seat to another 
or between other impretant places. In 
order to maintain the accepted roads, 
the department of highways is em- 
powered to let contracts to sprinkle, 
roll and otherwise care for such high- 
Ways. For’ the first year $100,000 of 
State funds is to be appropriated, and 
thereafter as much as may be neces- 
sary. 
are the principal provisions of 
the State Highway Bill as drawn, and 
¢here are algo proposed certain amed- 
ments to the county road law, the most 
important of which is a provision that 
50 per cent. of the road taxes shall be 
into a *good-road fund,’ which shall 
e used emly for certain specified ‘pur- 
poses, viz: the laying out, grading, 


~@rainihg, sprinkling, graveling or 


niacadamizing of the principal high- 
ways of the county and the purchase 
of read machinery. Anotheramendment 
gives the County Surveyor increased 
powers and constitutes him practically 
County Engineer for road-making and 
maintenance purposes. 

“The Highway Commissioners pro- 
pose that half of all the money raised 


- in the State annually for road purposes 


—an amount equaling nearly $1,900,000 
—shall be expended in permanent he 
work according to the most modern an 

intelligent methods. They propose that 
all superstructures, wherever possible, 
shall he of rock, so that once built they 


will last for centuries and never hence- 


forth he of any expense to the tax- 
payers of the State. A high average 


for. the best road, stone bridges, cul- 


verts and all, is $5000 a mile. At this 
rate 200 miles of modern road could be 
built in California annually. In five 
years we could have 1000 miles of as 
good roads as there is in the world, 
and in twenty years we could have a 
network of magnificent highways con- 
necting all of the great districts of the 
Staite with each other, and all at no 
increased cost to the taxpayers.” 
SUBWAYS. 

The immense amount of work that 
has been going forward, and is still 
“under way in Leos Angeles, in the tear- 
ing up of streets, makes the question 
of permanent subways an appropriate 
one for discussion. The Times has fre- 
quently urged the construction of such 
subways on our. principal business 
streets, but the cry is always raised 
that it would be too expensive. Yet 
there is no doubt that grmod interest 
could be earned by the city, from the 
beginning, on such subways, through 
rentals to corporations, for pipes and 
wires, not to speak of the saving there 
would be in maintaining the _ street 
pavement in good candition. The Cos- 
mopolitan magazine is offering a prize 
of $250 for the best essay on the eco- 
nomic arrangement and construction of 
subways, for carrying the sewers, 
waiter, gas, etc., of the great cities. In 
offering this prize the Cosmopolitan 
says: 

“Probably no greater waste of mil- 
lions is going on at the present time 
than that involved in tearing up city 
streets, first for the construction of 
water mains, then for gas, then for 
sewers, then for increase inv mains and 
changes in sewers, again for comnecting 
with private’ houses, and constantly 
for repairs. The Cosmopolitan takes 
this means of calling attention to an 
evil which is increasing in proportion 
each year, and of bringing scientific at- 
tergion to the soluticn of the problem.” 

GRAVEL PITS.

ARIZONA’S NEW RAILROAD. 

Work on the Sacramento Valley, 
Ariz.. Railriad will begin on the 15th 
inst. Dr. Theodore B. Comstock, 
vice-president of the company and 
chief engineer of the road, leaves this 
city today for Kingman to commence 
active operations. The road will run 
frim Kingman to White Hills, both in 
Mojave county, a distance of abou: 
fiftv-four miles. Construction will 
actually begin at McConnico Junction, 
four miles west of Kingman, but un- 
der arrangement with the Santa Fe 
Company the southern terminus of the 
road will be Kingman. The heaviest 
grade on the road will not exceed 1.83 
per cent. The road will pass through 
one of the richest mining sections of 
Arizona. Out from Kingman it wil 
strike first the. Union Pass road, néar 
to which are the Ewing mining prop- 
erties. and some other ten or a dozer 
mines. then the Cerbat mines, ‘Todd 
Basin and Mineral Park properties, 
all of which will be tributary to the 
road. It will then traverse the chloride 
district. in which there are a large 
number of valuable mines, all more or 
less developed, many of them already 
on a paying basis. Leaving the chloride 
district the road will take in the 
mining properties on the west side of 
the Sacramento Valley, now called the 
‘Klondike region, otherwise known as 
Gracey’s Camp. Beyond that is §E} 
Dorado Cafion, and then White Hills, 
the northern terminus of the road. It 
is possible that, following the comple- 
tion of the road, it may be extended 
as far west as the Colorado River, 
passing near the Senator mines, Gold 
Basin and Temple Bar properties. The 
future will, however, determine that. 
The contracts, which have been let, 
eall for the completion of the road as 
far as Chloride by June 1, 1899, and to 
White Hills by October 1, 1899. The 
contractors express the opinion’ that 
they expect to have the road completed 
and in operation to Chloride by Abril 
1. 1899. two months ahead of contract 
time. Taking into consideration the 
mineral character of the country 
through which the road will run, and 
the great number of big mines al- 
ready being worked in that pat of 
Arizona, there is good reason for be- 
lieving that the road will be a paying 
proposition from the start: while at 
the same time, it will prove of in- 
estimable value to all the western por- 
tion of Mojave county. 

THE BLACK HILLE. | 

The Black Hills are again coming 
into prominence, largely due to some 
big strikes lately made, and more espe- 
ciallv to the one made in the Holy Ter- 
ror, of which some particulars have 
been received. A report from Dead- 
wood, S. D., says: “In the southern 
hills. there is still a great deal of guess 
work about the mining operations, still 
the Holy Terror mine is rapidly get- 
ting depth, the present mining being 
done on the 600-foot level\. Several 
things have been demonstrated this 
mine. The first 200 or 300 feet of the 
ledge from the surface, carries values 
in gold, but from about the 300-foot 
level, the value plays out and there 
is a barren streak of about one hun- 
dred feet. The Holy Terror mine was 
the first one to penetrate this barren 
rock with the result that the ore ledge 
was encountered again, and it was 
much richer than above. The same ex- 
perience was had -in the Sunnyside 
mine north of Hill City. The free- 
milling proposition in the- southern 
hills seems to be true fissures, and ex- 
tend to unknown depths.”’

Crops and Markets. . 


HE mornings have been cool, and 


the days warm during the past 
week. Early in the week it 
looked very much like rain, but 
mone fell. Reports to the Jocal Weather 
Bureau state that- the hot, drying 
winds were very unfavorable to vyege- 


tation, and orchards that have. been 
insufficiently irrigated are showing 
the effect of the continued drought. 


Farm work’'is at a standstill, and al- 
though seine plowing and seeding have 
been done, a good, soaking rain 
much needed ‘to revive veretation and 
put the soil in ecohdition for cultivation, 
Water in some of the mountain streams 
is keeping up well, and is. be- 
ing utilized to the fullest extent, but 
the long. dry has made the 
ground dry is difficult to 
keep orchards in good condition. 

An ‘exchange - draws’ attention to 
the fact that the past season has been 
a decided departure in the matter of 

range shipments from any previous, 
season in the history of this settiement.

Heretofore, the shipment of oranges 
‘wsually bezan in December, and was 
concluded in the latter part of the 


follewing June, but such has not been 
the case the past year. The shipping 


of the last crop began in. November 
and it is going on yet. There has 
been hardly a day in the past year 
thet oranges have not been sent to 
market from this city, and they are 
still going East. The Riverside Itn- 
terprise says: 

“Several packing companies have 


emall crews of pickers and packers at 
work right along filling orders for or- 
anges. The Fay Fruit Company had 
several hands at work yesterday get- 
tine out a car of fruit for shipment, 
and one or two other houses are also 
getting ready to make shipments. 
“The orange shipping season instead 
of being five months long, as was us- 
ually supposed to bé the case, is be- 
coming an all-year-round affair. In 
fact. there will be last year’s fruit 
ready to ship after the new fruit is 
being packed, for sevéral growers have 
Baved up some of their late fruit to 
send East for the holiday trade.” 


Packing-houses in and around San 
Diezo are now fairly started on this 


season's packing.--The San Diego Sun 
favs: 

“Lemons are coming in freely and. 
are of uniform good quality. The 
orange crop promises to be larger than 
last vear. although not as large as it 
would have been had the past winter 
been less dry. The fruit, however, 
has a fine appearance throughout this 
section. and but very few trees seem 
to have suffered from the unparalleled 
drouth. Trees are not loaded as 
heavily as they were last year, and 
were it not for that fact no one could 
tell in.most orchards that the past 
season was such a dry one. The lemon 


-erop will also be much larger this sea- 


son than last, as hundreds of trees will 


- come into bearing and will more than

Fruit From the West Indies, 


A announces that three wealthy resi- 
‘dents of that section are making 
arrangements to cover fifty acres of 
land with every variety of fruit that 
could possibly be cultivated there, with 
the view of seeing which kind yields 
the best results. They are planning for 
future operations on a large scale, ‘to 
supply the American and English mar- 
kets. Among other fruits which will 
be experimented with are pineapples, 
which are said to grow wild there to 
immense size and of delicious flavor. 
Orange-growers in Florida, as well as 
in California; are beginning to display 
Some anxiety in regard to the effect 
which the annexation of Porto Rico will 
have on the American market. The 
New York Commercial gays: 
“California and Florida orange-grow- 
ers are discussing the possibility of 
orange production in the new American 
possessions in the West. Indies, and 
wonder what the effect will be on their 
fusiness. Heretofore these two sections 
have monopolized orange-growing. 
Louisiana produces, perhaps. 125 cars 
this vear, and a few are grown in Ari- 
zona, but compared with the product of 
the first-named regions, the total out- 
all other regions amounts to 
nothing. No foreign fruit has come into 
the country this year as a result of 
the tariff. With Porto Rico an Ameri- 
can colony, which renders -the -tariff 
inoperative, it becomes ‘a question of 
some importance to American growers. 
dt is conceded that quite as good or- 


anges can be grown in Porto as in 
Jamaica, and they can be grown in 
both islands cheaper than 


in either 
California or Florida. 
“Porto Rico has the advantage of 
climate. It is south of the frost. line 
and groves will not suffer as they have 
fn Fiorida in the past, and damage 
from drought will not be so much of a 
factor as in California. On the other 
hand, there are no groves of impor- 
ronee now in bearing, and it will re- 
uire some time ze . 
enone to get orchards set 
There is one important fact in this 
connection, which should tend to re- 
Jieve anxiety on the part of California 
citrus-fruit growers. It is stated that 
the Porto Rico shipping season for citrys 
fruit opens about July and ends in 
December. Oranges from Porto Rico 
would thus not come into competition 


- with the bulk of the California crop,

Italian Lemons. 


ot the Bre recently in- 
quired of the Fruitrgan’s Guide of 
New York whether the November 
lemons are picked and packed when 
coloring in Italy, or whether when 
green, and then cured by some process. 
The editor of. the Guide replies that the 
usual custom is one of expedition. The 
lemon is picked when green, taken to 
the packing-house, and if the steamer 
is waiting, the time of transit from 
tree to steamer is often not more, than 
two or three days, If no steamer is 
Waiting, they are at times left on the 
ground for a few days, and, naturally, 
there is more -or less sweating in the 
piles, which colors them . somewhat 
more rapidly, but as a rule the only 
euring process for the Sicilian fruit is 
the transit across the ocean. 

The result of this system is that if 
the fruit cures well the receiver is sat- 
isfied and compliments the shipper, 
While if it does not cure well there -is 
dissatisfaction all around. It does not 
appear that California lemon-growers 
have much to learn from the Italians 
in this direction.

Some Timely Pruning Hints. 


War is the best time for fal or 


winter pruning? Commonly, prun- 
ing should. be done between the 
time when the sap goes down in the 
fall and when it rises again in the 
spring, by which time all tre® pruning 
must be done. But the best time is 
as soon as possible after the sap ceases 
to flow—in most cases by the middle 
of October. There are many good rea- 
sons whv winter pruning should be 
done as early as possible. By early 
pruning in the fall, before the sap is 
zone clear out of the branches, .the 
pores of the wounds made by pruning 
ciose up sooner, giving a better chance 
to heal over, provided the cut is made 
properly. The sooner an orchard is 
pruned befo.e the heavy rains the 
more advantage is there in working 
the soil. It happens too often that after 
the rains heve once set in, pruning de- 
pends upon dry weather and dry soil, 


and is therefore put back until the 
new sap is already flowing freely. By 


too‘late pruning. the sap flows out of 
the wounds made, and is lost for the 
coming -growth of the tree and fruit. 
It is apt. also, to get thick and Sour 
bv contact with the air, and then helps 
the end of the branch to dry out, in- 
stead of healing over; worse than that, 
it often kills the bud just below the 
cuts The results of this are too well

Fig Packing in California, 

HE manager of a single fig-packing 

establishment in Sutter county is 

quoted as saying that this season at 
his place alone the amount packed will 
be at least 300,000 pounds, nearly all of 
which will be put up in one-pound car- 
tons, ten in a box. Each package is 
wrapped in waxed paper and tied with 
a neat silk ribbon. The average price 
paid for fruit is $85 to $100 per ton, 
making say, $13,000; the cost of packing 
will reach nearly the same amount, 
the principal items being labor, ribbon 
and boxes.—[California Fruit Grower.

Oranges in Paraguay. - 

RANGES are of prolific growth in 

Paraguay, being found everywhere, 

many growing wild. They are culti- 
vated, however, on farms. The seed 
will bear five years after being planted. 
The orange flourishes all the year, ex- 
cept in January, February and March. 
The exportation commences about the 
end of May and lasts until November. 
The boats are loaded along the river, 
women with flat baskets on their heads 
carrying them on board. There is no 
export duty. Most of the oranges are 
sent to Buenos Ayres and Montevideo: 
during the season, an average of 300,000 
oranges are exported. The orange is 
usually about 3 inches in diameter and 
is very sweet. There are three classes 
which might be mentioned—the ordi- 
nary Paraguayan orange, the manda- 


rin, and the bitter orange.—[New York 
Commercial.

Killed With Petroleum. 


HE Texas fever question is absorb- 
ing the attention of cattlemen al! 
over the State and many methods of 
treating the disease are being advo- 
cated. In this line the Sportsman and 
Breeder gives tshe following: 

The Kansas City Times, in a recent 


issue, gives an account of the “dipping| 


station,” at Mammoth Springs, on the 
State line between Arkansas and Mis- 
souri, Where cattle, from below the 
fever line, are driven through a large 
tank, filled with so-called chemical oil, 
and emerge therefrom thoroughly dis- 
infected. 

It has been demonstrated that the 
Texas cattle fever is produced and 
spread by a special variety of cattle 
ticks, and that if these can be destroyed 
the worst infected animals become in- 
capable of spreading the disease, and 
are passed on through the quarantine 
line. Veterinarians and scientists have 
been searching and experimenting for 
years to find some sort of a preparation 
that could be applied, that would kill 
the ticks but not injure the animals, 
and, according to. the Times, this has 
been found in-this so-called chemical 
oil. We have assurance, however, irom 
a most creditable source, that this 
chemical oil is, in fact, practically, only 
crude petroleum, and it is, therefore, 
highly probable that a good application! 
of any form of crude petroleum would, 
Of course. 
when any large number of animals are 
to be treated, the most expeditious and 
economical way would be to run them 
through a dipping vat, as at Mammoth 
Springs, or at Fort Worth, Tex. 

Presumably, the Bureau of Animal 
Industry at Washington is giving this 
matter careful attention, and if crude 
petroleum will do what is claimed for 
it, announcement to that effect will be 
made in due time. . 
THE DAIRY. 

WING to the recent hot weather 
() and the increasing scarcity of hay, 
a milk famine is threatened in Los 
Angeles. “A number of milkmen have 
been forced out of business, and others 
are likely to have to follow suit, unless 
we get rain soon. Consumers will have 
to face the necessity of paying an ad- 
vanced price for milk. 


The Care of Milk. } 


OLLOWING was read by Walter 
F W. Cocke of Downey at the Dairy- 
men’s meeting: 

“Blindly following a set of rules will. 
not secure satisfactory results in the 
dairy. There must be an intelligent un- 
derstanding of the facts and principles 
involved. 

“Of course ‘cleanliness’ should be the 
watchword and motto of every dairy- 


man. It should be incorporated into his 
very being, a living principle. Yet, 


cleanliness in its ordinary sense will 
not always give good and satisfactory 
results. 

“The dairyman frequently finds that 
his milk arrives at the factory in poor 
condition. when he feels that he has 
taken every precaution to have it in 
good shape. He has thoroughly washed 
his cans and buckets; has even taken 
the extraordinary precaution of strain- 
ing his milk and setting his cans up off 
the ground in an open, airy place; in 
fact. has taken all the care ordinarily 
required of a dairyman, and, yet his 
milk, continues bad. 

“Sour or tainted milk is caused by 
the action of bacteria, a tiny vegetable 
organism—so tiny, indeed, that a hun- 
dred of them could lie side by,side 
across the point of a pin—that is capa- 
le of setting up a fermentation in 
the milk and materially changing its 
composition. For most species of bac- 
teria, mil« furnishes the very best 
medium for development, and when 
they once gain access to it they in- 
crease with wonderful rapidity, the 
increase from one germ under favor- 
able conditions being many thousand 
in one night. ‘ 

“What becomes of all the old rub- 
bish, straw, weeds, rags, paper, sticks, 
ete., that are constantly being thrown 
away”? At the end of twenty years we 
find no more or it around a place than 
at the end of one. It all gives way to 
the action of bacteria. If it were not 
for these little workers the world 
would soon be swamped in an overflow 
of its own débris. In every inch of 
space near the surface of the ground 
there are millions of these hungry lit- 
tle creatures ready to devour anything 
that will furnish them the simple food 
When the conditions are 
unfavorable for their growth they 
form spores (which correspond to the 
seed in higher plants,) and in this 
form lie dormant until the conditions 
become favorable, when they germi- 
nate and go on with their work of de- 
struction. These favorable conditions 
are furnished by warm milk more per- 
than by any other substance. 
It is in this spore form that we find 
the different kinds of hecteria cling- 
ing to every atom of dust or dirt. Con- 
sequently we find bacteria in the air 
just in proportion to the amount of 
dust. So numerous are the bacteria in 
the air around an ordinary corral! that 
from 5000 to 10,000 germs will be depos- 
ited in an ordinary milk bucket every 
minute that it is exposed. Now, when 
we add to this the number of bacteria 
that are carried into the milk with the 
dust and hair that fall from the side 
of the cow during the process of milk- 
ing. we begin to understand why the 
milk does not keen long. 


The presence of these ¢erms ts not 
in itself detrimental to the milk. but 
the change they produce in the 
when growing renders it unfit for-use- 
It is obvious, then, that the greater’ 
the number of germs the sooner the 
effect is seen on the milk. 


“While heat plays 4n important part 


in the keeping quality of milk. it bs | 
entirey secondary and dependent upon | 
If | 


the bacteric contents of the milk. 
a sample of milk could he drawn from 
the cow into a perfectly sterilé, vessel 
Sse that not a particle of slust could 
gain access to it, it would keen indefi- 
nitely at any temperature. The tem- 


side of this question by the result of 
an actual experiment carried out by an 
ordinary workman. It is in no sense 
so refined as to be impractical for daily 
use. The milk was received in steamed 
pails, the udder’ of the animal before 
milking was thoroughly brushed and 
then moistened with water so as_ to 
prevent dislodgement of dust. Care 
was taken that the air was free from 
dust, and in milking the first few 
Streams were rejected. The milk from 
a cow treated in this way contained 
330 bacteria per cubic centimeter, while 
that of a mixed herd taken under: the 
usual conditions contained 15,500 for 
the same volume! The experiment was 
repeated under winter conditions, at 
Which time the mixed milk showed 7600 
bacteria per cubie centiméter, while 
the carefully-secured milk only had 210 
for the same volume. In each of these 
instances the milk secured with greater 
care remained sweet over twenty-four 
hours longer than the ordinary milk.” 


THEN REMEMBER. 


“First, that every particle of dust or 
dirt that finds its way into the milk 
adds to its germ contents, and conse- 
quently hastens its deterioration; sec- 
ond, that bacteria after having once 
Rained access to the milk cannot be 
Strained out; third, that cooling retards 
the action of bacteria, but does not 
kill the germs.” 


GENERAL AGRICULTURE. 
ENTION has been made in The 
Times of the death of. a number 
of cows at Chino, through eating 

sorghum. A writer in a local paper ex- 

presses the apinion that these deaths 
were due to bloating,-and might have 
been caused by over-indulgence in al- 

falfa. or any other green feed. A 

writer in ¢he Practical Farmer telis of 

many deaths of cattle that have been 
caused in a similar manner, and ex- 
presses the belief that second-growth 


sorghum is especially dangerous. He 
says: 


“As a forage crop sorghum has come 
to be regarded very highly in many 
sections of the drier West, as it pro- 
duces well under conditions of drougth 
which are ruinous to the ordinary 
grain crops, furnishing, when properly 
handled, an abundance of succulent 
winter forage. After the removal of 
the first crop, a second growth springs 
up, and often furnishes quite a lot of 
fall pasture, or would, if it were safe 
to paSture it, but there’s the rub, For 
a While many have by pasturing it 
secured a lange amount of feed without 
injury to stock, and have laughed at 
the Warnings coming from those whose 
experience has been adverse, yet the 
fact remains that  second-growth 
sorzhum semetimes kills stock, and 
these men are apt sooner or later to 
laugh out of the other corner of the 
mouth. It was formerly supposed that 
only frosted cane was injurious, but 
evidently this is an erroneos idea. The 
latter part of September, this year, a 
stockman near Holton, Kan., turned 
some 200 calves into a field of green 
sorghum and Kaffir corn, thinking, 
doubtless, ‘that it would be just the 
thing for them. In less than an hour 
the calves began to die, and, although 
he got them out as quickly as possible, 
about fifty had partaken of the poison 
to such an extent that most of them 
died. while the others were seriously 
affected. This was before the sorghum 
had even been nipped by frost. A few 
years since a neighbor raised quite a 
patch of sorghum for forage, and after 
the crop was cut off, a fine second 


growth sprang up. 


“The writer, having read of some 
heavy losses the year before, called 
the neighbor’s attention to the reports 
by way of warning. But he needed 
the pasture and turned the cows in, 
the only ill-effect being upon the 
writer’s reputation as an advisor. I 
mention this merely as a case on the 
opposite side of the question. All re- 
ports @o to show that the danger and 
consequent risk are always. present, 
though the loss does not always fol- 
low. Just what the poison is or in 
what portion of the plant it occurs, or 
why present in such deadly form in 
some cases and entirely absent in 
others, are points that remain unset- 
tled. It would seem that the profes- 
sional talen connected with our various 
western experiment stations should 
make a heroic effort to locate the 
poisonous principle and devise some 
means of protection for the farmer, 
who with a field of fie second-growth 
sorghum, stands in immediate need of 
the feed it will furnish. With stock 
roaming the brown native pastures in 
the fall. making no gain in flesh or 
growth of milk, and perhaps even los- 
ing flesh gained during the summer, 
the temptation is great, even for the 
man who realizes the danger, to take 
the risk and turn into the fresh, green 
sorghum. But to the writer it seems 
passing strange that in any emergency 
the owner who has heard of the danger 
would expose an entire herd by turning 
all the animals in at once. We trust 
our scientific men will ferret this mat- 
ter out, and in the meantim those 
who have fields of  second-growth 
sorghum should proceed with the great- 
est caution in deciding to turn stock 
on, or else keep them off entirely. The 
poison seems to be confined to the 
green ‘second growth; at least I have 
never heard of injury resulting from 
the feeding of sorghum hay, either first 


or second crop.’”’

New Varieties of Grasses. 


HE notes on the different varieties 

of grasses are taken mainly from 

Prof. E..J. Wickson’s notes on for- 
age plants, beginning page 271 of the 
last report of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment of the University of California, 
supplemented by such observations as 
the experiments of the past season at 
the Pomona Experiment station at 
Pomona seem to warrant. 

Stock naturally prefers succulent feed 
to that which is harsh. As soon as 
harsh conditions obtain, the plant be- 
gins to readjust itself. It is not to be 
expected there will ever be a fodder 
plant that will gnow on arid or semi- 
arid Jand that will be as good, quantity 
and quality considered, as that.-grown 
on moist or semi-moist land. 

Shrader’s brome grass (Bromus uni- 
oloides) bids fair to be a valuable ac- 
quisition for dry pasture land where 
now fox tail and otheg shart-seasoned 
spring-growing plants take the space. 
It resists drouth wonderfully, and un- 
der moderately favorable conditions 
the roots live from year to year. This 
perennial tendency, together with its 
free sceding habit, render it permanent 
and progressive in most places where 
it has thus far been tried. 

Hungarian brome grass (Bromus in- 

ermus) is drouth resisting, and grown 
alongside of Shrader’s brome grass has 
surpassed it in satisfactory growth, be- 
ing softer and more leafy and bearing 
seed which clings more tenaciously to 
the stems, which are finer than those of 
Schrader’s brome. 
_ Many flowered millet grass (Milium 
‘multifiorum) is alro a promising pas- 
ture grass for dry lands. It is a peren- 
nial and is ver} bunchy. The stalks are 
80d and if allowed to get old will be 
tS hard and tough to be of much value. 
Ii makes a great abundance of excel- 
lent forage, which, when cropped or 
cut young, is fine/and tender and prac- 
tically frost proef. It comes at a time 
when the growth of more désirable 
plants is retarded, and promises to be 
a valuable addition-to our pasture. If 
pastured the first year after seeding 
it is liable to be uprooted.

“Its perfect adaptability to the con- 
ditions is evidenced by the thrifty 
growth on all kinds of soil, including 
strong alkali, very dry and very wet, 
producing, more than any other grass 
“(without care or planting) abundant 
feed during nine months of the year. 
The objections to this useful grass are 
mostly founded on the prejudice of the 
pewple, which renders them blind to 
their own interests. Many men are 
wearing out their lives in poverty in 
trying to grow fruit on land poorly 
adapted to fruit growing, but emi- 
nently adapted to Bermuda grass.” 

Burr clover (Medicago denticulata) 
is perhaps the only leguminous plant 
that makes a summer pasture in a 
semi-arid region. It makes its growth 
during the winter months, but stock 
does not relish it till it has gone to 
seed and is dried up, when they will 
eat the dried tops readily and lick up 
the dried pods. 

Snail clover (Medicago turbinata) is 


superior to burr clover. It grows dur- 
ing the same season and makes a much 
It has nat been so gen- 
erally introduced as the latter. 

Tagasasta (Cytisush proliferus alba) 
makes a very acceptable shrub for 
browsing, but it can only be success- 
fully propagated by first starting the 
seed and transplanting. This is hardly 
practical except on a small scale. The 
herbage of this plant has a mild flavor 
and is eagerly eaten by all kinds of 
stock. It has roots that penetrate 
deeply and will thrive on soil that is 
toa sandy and dry for ordinary plants 
to make a satisfactory growth.—[By 
J..W. Mills, Pomona, at Dairymen’s 
meeting.

legislation which shall alleviate’ the 
conditions which are forcing this world- 
famed bivalve out of existence, and as- 
Serts that it has become the victim 
of greedy fishermen and still. more 
legislators, who prevent the 
enforcement of laws for salutary rege 
ulations in consideration of pecuniary 
gain. The Trade says: 
“Unquestionably the.oyster heds of 
the Chesapeake Bay are the most val- 
uabl® real-estate im-the world: even 
the California mines, 
such immense treasures, cannot prop-. 
erly compare with the Valteé of the 
Chesapeake oyster beds. To make the 
comparison proper between them, -it 
would be necessary to suppose that! 
the California mines would remetalize 
themselves every four years, and thus 


continuousiv yield an inexhaustible 
Wealth. More than this, the golden 


wedlth taken from the Chesapeake Bay 
in the form of oysters, is consumed 
in season, and the demand actually 
grows from the consumption. The an- 
nual *f!ld of shell oysiers from the 
Chesapeake Bay. or at. least, the 
Marviand borders of it, has shrunken 


to less than 4,000,000 bushels; or a 
cross value of $1,600,000. Fifteen years 
ago it was just about “double that 


amount. and the loss is entirely in the 
quantity of oysters, and not either in 
the price or in the effort to obtain 
them. Twenty years ago an. oyster 
pungy or schooner could go down the 
bay and return with a load in a week, 
ten vears after it required three weeks 
to get a similar load. One item of loss 
can be computed from this 
lating that it requires about eight men 
to such a vessel; that they have to 
obtain the same value, and that this 
extra expense has to be added on to 
the cost of the oysters, for these men 
must live. When ave further consider 
that fifteen or twenty, years ago, there 
were over nine hundred vessels. that 
went out of Baltimor® for oyster- 
eatching in season, independent of ail 
tengers, small crafts and county fish- 
eries; we believe that this; number has 
been cut down to Jess than. haflf, 


‘showing how great an actual evil the 


jil-management of the oyster interests 
is causing: and there is no renson that 
¢his falling off should occur. It is 
known to be due to the over-fishing 
of the beds. but to state the fact 
plainly. it would be to say, that it is 
due entirely to the removal of all 
adult oysters and the catchingy of im- 
mature ovsiers, when they are but

LAKE SHIPPING SUFFERS FROM 
THE SEA IT KICKS UP. 


Schooner Iron Cliff Believed to Be 
Doomed—Crew Saved After Gal- 
lant Effort—Steamer J. P. Don- 
aldson Loses Her Consorts,. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY RE?PORT.] 


CHICAGO, Nov. 10.—The tow-line of 
the schooner Iron Cliff, which was be- 
ing towed into port today by the 
steamer Iron Duke, parted in the furi- 
ous northeast gale, and the schooner 
drifted rapidly southward. Her an- 
chors finally held, until the apparently 
doomed schooner was about three hun- 
dred feet outside of the inner break- 
water off Van Buren street. For two 
hours, three tugs tried in vain to pull 
her into safety. The crew clung to the 
schooner, although seas were rolling 
over her from stem to stern. Finally 
signals of distress were hoisted, and 
the life-saving crew started at once 
for the wreck. 

The Iron Cliff brought a cargo of salt 
for Joymorton & Co. She is owned by 
Parker & Miller of Detroit. The life- 
saving crew, with the assistance of two 
tugs, succeeded in saving the crew, 
after much hard work. Unless the 
wind and sea abates, the schooner will 
be lost. 

The life-boat was nearly swamped 
several times, but after a long, hard 
struggle the crew succeeded in getting 
her under the lee of the Iron Cliff, 
which by this time was nearly water- 
logged and evidently sinking. One by 
one the men composing the crew of the 
Iron Cliff jumped into the waves and 
were dragged into the life-boat. Some 
of the men were unconscious when 
rescued. Soon after the Iron Cliff sank 
in shallow water. She will probably 
be a total loss. The storm today was 
even worse than that of October 25 and 
26. The wind blew sixty-five miles an 
hour.

TWO ALLEGED BURGLARS COM- 
MITTED TO THE COUNTY JAIL. 


Important Capture by Marshal Lacy. 
Young Fellows Who Will Have 
Several Chances té Explain—Fine 
of $200 Imposed on C. B, Smith— 
Police Find a Runaway From 
Highlands Asylum. 


PASADENA, Nov. 10.—[Regular Corre- 
Spondence.] Walter B. St. Clair, alias 
Joseph Norwood, and Joseph Depew, alias 
George Burton, were arraigned before Judge 
Rossiter at 5:30 o’clock this afternoon on 
the charge of robbing the jewelry store of 
F. M. Washburn, on North Fair Oaks ave- 
nue, in this city, last Tuesday night. City 
Marshal Lacey brought them home with him 
this afternoon from San Bernardino, where 
they were arrested at his request. It is 
thought that he has captured two profes: 
sionals who have been engaged in many of 
the depredations committed in this part. of 
the State during the summer and fall. The 


court ordered them to recognize for a hear- 


ing next Monday in the sum of $1500 each, 
and, the bail not being provided, they were 
taken to the County Jailx They look like 
two college boys who had come here to 
see a football game. They are rather 


slender, told the Times correspondent that 


they were in Southern California for their 
health, and would fool almost anybody;) but 


~ their photographs are said to be in the 


rogues’ gallery of the Los Angetes detectives’ 
office, and they are declared by the sheriffs 
to be former inmates of the jail, A few 
months ago they were arrested on the 
charge of robbing a jewelry store at Santa 
Monica, but were released on some techni- 
cality, a deputy sheriff reports. 

St. Clair, or Norwood, is a’ blond, smooth- 
faced lad, who says he is 18 years old and a 
dry-goods clerk, with a home in Oakland, 
but he does not wish to communicate with 
his family, and the police think he is older.

several months, boarding at the St. Nicholas 
House. The Marshal has had; an eye on 
him, and has told the policemen to watch 
him...

@ back door. The officer kept after them, 
and tracked them across a vacant lot, 
where one of them had partly changed his 
clothing. At this point the officer arrested 
them, and they were detained at the station 
tid Marshal Lacey’s arrival. One of them 


- had a grip, in which a revolver was found 


and some plunder believed to have been 
stolen. 

None of the stolen warches were found 
upon them, and no jewelry of any descrip- 
tion. There is some circumstantial evidence 
connecting them with the robbery of last 
Tuesday night. They were seen prowling in 
the vicinity and making investigations. The 
Judge thought they were schoolboys till he 
asked them if they did not wish to have 
counsel and to have an early date fixed for 
their hearing, when St viair replied, ‘No, 
we will wait the statutory term,’’ which 
sounded like the answer of one not unfa- 
maliar with the phraseology of police courts. 

There is ilttle doubt that these young fel- 
lows are ‘‘too clever,’’ They can give no 
satisfactory account of themselves, and, ex- 
cept to say they came here for their health, 
they tell nothing of their doings or objects 
in life. They cannot explain why they went 
to San Bernardino in such a tashion. They 
are dressed in excellent taste, but are un- 
willing to say where they have recently been 
employed or obtained meant to pay theii 
bills. How much evidence ithere is to con- 
nect them with the Washburn robbery re- 
mains to be seen, but they will be kept in 
safe quarters for some time. The Riverside 
police wish to interview them with regard to 
the burglaries in that city, where robbers 
made off with a iot of valuable jewelry. 
Somebody has been operating all through 
Southern California, with a penchant for 
watches, gold and precious stones, and an 
indisposition to bother anything else. 


HIGHLAND RUNAWAY CAPTURED. 


On November 1,C. W. Witham of this 
city, who was committed to the Insane Asy- 
lum at Highland last March on a complaint 
made by members of his family, escaped 
from the institution. The officials heard 
nothing from him till this evening, when 
he wandered into the house of Dr. Weir at 
the corner of North Madison avenue and 
Walnut street. Mr. Witham was formerly 
a well-known contractor here, He built Dr. 
Weir’s house, The police were notified of his 
whereabouts, and Marshal Lacey with Offi- 
cer Pinkham went to Dr. Weir's and took 
charge of the unfortunate man. Witham 
was alarmed when he heard the officers 
coming, and hustled around to get out of 
the back door, but it had been locked. e 
was taken to the station, and the Highland 


‘authorities notified. 


Witham is a puzzle. He claims he was 
vrongfully incarcerated in Highland, and 
wants to have an interview with Gov.-elect 
age. He ‘talks rationally on all subjects 
ut himself. He says he was at work in the 
flining-room of the asylum the evening of 
his escape, and he hid his apron in a water 
closet and simp!y walked out unobserved, 
except by a friendly attendant, who wouldn't 
give him away. He had cached some food 
pear by, in anticipation of this trip. He 
éays he walked almost to Pasadena, a dis- 
tance of sixty-five miles, the next day, and 
has been tramping about the country ever 
since. He says he has had enough to eat, 
but looks thin, unkempt and flushed. He 
is now 50 years old, has held prominent po- 
sitions, was at One time Mayor of a city in 
Washington, and is in deplorable circum- 
stanees for one accustomed to an altogether 
ifferent life. His insanity is supposed to 
have been caused by a kick from a horse. 
He declares he is persecuted by conspira- 
tors who want his pension money, He is a 
tall, muscular man, and says that no two 
attendants of the asylum could hate taken 
him,

Driving Wheel Blown Out in the 
Electric Power House. 
AZUSA, Nov, 11.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Yesterday morning at 8 o'clock the 
huge driving water wheel of thé San Gabriel 
Electric Company, in the power-house at 
the entrance to the cafion, blew out, crashing 
through the west half of the roof, and tear- 
ing out some forty feet square of curragated 
iron. The force of the revolving wheel was 
So great that a fragment of it weighing 600 
pounds, was thrown seventy yards from the 
building. The unconfined water flew all over 
the power-house, deluging all it contained. 
Fortunately, no one was hurt, but the whole 
plant is in enforced idleness until a .new 

wheel can be finished and set, 

Those who are familiar with the works 
Say that the fire tn San Gabriel yesterday 
morning forced the company to switch back 
the electricity which passes over the wires 
in that fown, and the sudden turning back 
or so much electricity on the power-house 
threatened to burn out the machine in use. 
The engineer in charge tried to turn this 
force onto another machine, and in doing 
so the water force got past his control and 
blew out the power wheel. Tnose who saw 
the broken wheel say it was a faulty cast- 
ing. The reticence of tne officials makes 
it impossible to say when repairs will be 
made. Secretary Otto Weiss says that con- 
sumers were subjected to no annoyance, as 
within an hour or two the current was be- 
ing supplied again.

That Johnson Grass, 
S EVERAL times recently some ref- 


erence has been made to the pres- 

ence in this valley of what is 
known as “Johnson grass.” and every 
time it has been so alluded to it has 
been along the line of condemnation. 
All experiences with the grass have 
shown the farmers, where it grows, 
that it is a foe easy to cultivate, but 
hard to control, and one that in the 
end does a great amount of damage. 

The grass will overrun whole tracts 
of land if left to itself, and all other 
crops, it is said, will have to give way. 
it is claimed by some that the grass 
makes a good fodder, but by others that 
it does not. The fact that it spreads 
s0 fast and is so hard to control in its 
growth makes it, in the opinion § of 
many, fully as dangerous to farm inter- 
ests as the wild morning glory or sun- 
flower. 

The following communication on the 
subject, written by one who has had 
experience with the grass, is well 
worth: the perusal and consideration of 
all land-owners in the valley and 
county: 

“Editor Enterprise: I hand you spec- 
imens of Johnson grass. Sample does 
not do the root justice. The ground 
will grow full of large white roots 
which neither the plow nor any other 
cultivator will kill out, as they pene- 
each and every. joint will grow. Seed 
is carried by the wind, by birds or by 
stock, which eat the hay. Railroads 
are restrained from transporting it, or 
even stock that are fed upon it in 
Eastern Texas, and a recent law for- 
bids, under penalty of a fine, any one 
planting it or allowing it to go to seed 
and provides that those who have it 
must eradicate it within five’ years 
from the enactment of the law—a thing 
that is practically impossible. The only 
ones who have any praise for it are 


those who have it, and upon its merits: 


(?) wish to sell their possessions. Texas 
Farm and Ranch, published at Dallas, 
Tex., can give you full particulars as 
to its nature; also the law enacted 
against it—the most troublesome of 
pests. Its only merits are it will stand 
the drouth, but a crop produced under 
such conditions is hard and woody and 
not fit for forage, and when it is not 
drougthy or on irrigated land other 
things are far better, that the Johnson 
grass will not allow to grow where 
it, at its best, is the very poorest for- 


age!

Park avenue, between Ninth and Tenth 


streets, as well as in various other 
places in the settlement. The grass is 
getting a hold here that will stay with 
the tenacity of a “bull canine,” and is 
a cancerous growth, always’ gaining 
and never receding. 

Such are the experiences of one who 
has had it to contend with for fifteen 
years. Directly I am disinterested, as 
I own no land here. It is only for the 
information of the public that I take 
an interest in this.—{J. C. Thompson, 
in Riverside Enterprise. 


Carved His Epitaph and Died.

Why Babies Are Cross. 


[Demorest’s Magazine:] It seems al- 
most absurd to advise mothers not to 
pinch babies’ feet, and yet physicians 
say that much of the fretfulness and 
irritation of babyhood is due to tight 
shoes and stockings. Not tight, per- 
haps, from a grown-up standpoint, but 
sufficiently snug to hurt the tender, 
soft flesh of baby feet. The shoes that 


are gotten for the very little baby are / 


often actual instruments of torture, be- 
cause of some slight roughness or pres- 


ure. 

If the shoe fits snugly, no matter how 
soft it is, the sole is sure to press into 
the sensitive flesh and irritate the tem- 
per, if not actually injure the nerves. 
Baby fish is so soft that mothers or 
nurses often do not notice how badly 
the little foot is being crowded until 
impeded circulation tells the story of 
suffering. And small stockings are as 
frequently a means of injury as are 
small shoes. 
and stockings at least one size larger 
than the so-called “easy fit.” This 
rule should hold good until the foot has 
ceased to grow. The result would be a 
generation of healthier, better-tempered 
and more graceful men and women.
